hat is the best way to 
mark 20 years of the 
AIDS epidemic? Some 
would say by making a 
symbolic gesture. Oth¬ 
ers would opt to extend services to 
people left out of the -system. And 
still others would rather forgo the 
fanfare entirely, noting that people 
with AIDS deserve to be recognized 
and cared for even when it’s not the 
anniversary of their illness. 

As events behind closed doors 
started to unravel this past month, it 
has become clear that some grass¬ 
roots activists and smaller AIDS or¬ 
ganizations are at odds with what a 
city coalition had apparently pro¬ 
posed for “Marking the Milestone: 20 
Years of AIDS.” 

In more specific terms, it appears 
.though San Francisco’s City Hall 


was very close to wearing the largest 
red ribbon ever to be tied in remem¬ 
brance. 

Detailed minutes from March 7 
and March 16 meetings - involving 
Mike Shriver, HIV/AIDS policy ad¬ 
viser to Mayor Willie Brown; Dr. 

. Tom Coates, director of the Universi¬ 
ty of California San Francisco’s Cen¬ 
ter for AIDS Prevention Studies and 
the AIDS Research Institute; and a 
coalition of AIDS groups - credit 
Shriver with proposing and moving 
forward the ribbon idea, hoping that 
it would “become an international 
symbol drawing worldwide media 
attention.” Plans called for the ribbon 
to be unveiled by Mayor Brown on 
June 5 during an event that would 
feature the reading of names of vic¬ 
tims, the ringing of church bells, and 
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Celebrate the BJLR.’s 
30th anniversary Sunday 

T he Bay Area Reporter marks its 30th anniversary in April and to cel¬ 
ebrate the event, the paper’s longest-running columnist, Sweet Lips, 
is hosting a party this Sunday, April 1, at Club Rendez-Vous, 1312 Polk 
Street, at Bush.

“It’s been a wild ride,” said the B.A.R’s Mister Marcus, another long¬ 
time columnist who chronicles the leather community for the paper. 

Mister Marcus, Wayne Friday, and porn columnist John Karr all have 
been with the paper for many years. 

It was April 1971 when publishers Bob Ross and Paul Bendey put out 
the first issue of the B.A.R., which started out being distributed in.the city’s 
various gay bars. Over the years the newspaper has evolved to cover vir¬ 
tually every facet of the Bay Area’s lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community and is available around the region as well as in selected cities 
across the country. Bentley later sold his interest in the publication to Ross, 
who continues to publish the paper. ▼ _ Cynthia Laird 


Gay man guilty in Arkansas murder

W hile the truth about the tragic 
death of a 13-year-old Arkansas 
boy may never be entirely known, 
one thing is certain: the conservative 
media, swayed by the Christian right and 
other homophobic influences, had a field 
day with the alleged murderer, a gay man 
who admitted to engaging in sex and 
bondage with the minor. 

Jesse Dirkhising died in 1999 from suffo¬ 
cation during what prosecutors have de¬ 
scribed as forced sodomy and the defense has 
maintained as consensual sex. He was the 
victim of “homosexual rape and ritual,” ac¬ 
cording to the Washington Times. His mur¬ 


der was largely ignored by the liberal media, 
according to various “family” groups, be¬ 
cause condemning pedophilia would be seen 
as contrary to advancing the gay agenda. 

In many ways, defendant Joshua 
Macabe Brown, now 23, never had a 
chance, and last week an Arkansas jury 
found him guilty of rape and first-degree 
murder, sparing him the death penalty but 
basically ensuring him a life in prison. His 
co-defendant and lover, Davis Don Car¬ 
penter, 39, will face trial at a later date. 

Dirkhising, the son of Carpenter’s 
friend, spent many weekends with the cou¬ 
ple, reportedly working in Carpenter’s 
salon. On the date in question, Brown has 
acknowledged, he bound and gagged the 
boy and sexually penetrated him with a va¬ 


riety of objects, apparently with Carpen¬ 
ter’s knowledge. After a late-night break to 
eat a sandwich and pick up some duct tape, 
Brown returned to find that Dirkhising was 
not breathing, and he called for help. Re¬ 
sponding authorities found the naked boy, 
a bloody pillow, and a pair of underwear 
that apparently was stuffed into Dirkhis- 
ing’s mouth. 

The case struck an uneasy chord with 
members of the LGBT and leather commu¬ 
nities, many of whom recognized the un¬ 
fairness of conservative coverage but at the 
same time were grateful for the distinction 
made between consensual and non-consen- 
sual activities, the very distinctions that they' 
must emphasize in order to de-villainize

Spirit of Dorr Jones 
lives on in senior center

tfj t was polkas, fox trots, and 
|| cheers as the Dorrwin Jones 
I Senior Center was formally 
opened on March 22 at Trinity 
Episcopal Church in San Francis¬ 
co in memory of the gay and civil 
rights pioneer. 

Bubbly Filipino women 
dressed in formal white and show¬ 
ing no signs of age whatsoever 
bustled through the church dining 
hall ensuring that things moved 
along. Smiling Trinity pastors 
dressed in formal black ushered 
hordes of guests around and min¬ 
gled with everyone. 

Mayor Willie Brown cut a fancy 
ribbon stretched across the church 
entrance to inaugurate the center, 
named for Jones, a widely known 
San Francisco-based activist. 

The center will be a site for 
Meals on Wheels to serve hot 
meals to seniors. Dorrwin Buck 
Jones founded Meals on Wheels 
here 30 years ago, as well as many 
other social and progressive orga¬ 
nizations. He died at the age of 66 
in January. 

“He loved people, he loved se¬ 
niors, he loved food,” said Pastor 
Robert Cromey. “He would have 
loved it here today.” 

Cromey pointed out that 
Meals on Wheels initially operated 
out of Trinity’s kitchen and thus 
was “returning home.” 

In his brief remarks, the mayor 
said, “I’m delighted to open this 
center,” adding that Meals on 
Wheels operates “365 days a year 
and 366 in leap years.” The city 
provides ongoing funding for the 
meals program. 


Bay Area Reporter publisher 
Bob Ross, who serves on the board 
of Meals on Wheels, first met Jones 
about 40 years ago. He noted after 
Jones died that the activist, despite 
heart problems, “became the ulti¬ 
mate authority on the rights of se¬ 
niors and their many problems be¬ 
fore it was ever fashionable. 

“Then along came the AIDS 
epidemic and Dorr jumped into 
this fight with a zeal that was re¬ 
markable. Many of the organiza¬ 
tions that handle this disease today 
are an outgrowth of many efforts 
on the part of Dorr in this fight. 

“This giant of a man has left a 
very definite legacy in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” Ross said. 

Rich Lipner, executive director 
of Meals on Wheels, said the bulk 
of funding for refurbishment at 


the church would come from the 
Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development and foundations. 

The Jones Center is being fund¬ 
ed operationally by the Depart¬ 
ment of Aging and Adult Services. 

Lipner said the OCD is expect¬ 
ed to release funds in July to help 
with a wheelchair-accessible rest 
room, and a new accessibility en¬ 
trance. Work will start thereafter. 

The OCD, which provides the 
funds for refurbishment, said the 
$91,000 in funding under a com¬ 
munity development block grant, 
has been recommended but the 
grant has not yet been finalized. 

More than 200 San Francisco 
residents will be served daily at the 
Jones Center, with a suggested do¬ 
nation of $1, Lipner said. ▼ 


Dignity/SF hosts awards program Saturday

S ister Jeannine Gramick, who 
has drawn the wrath of the 
Vatican for her gay and les¬ 
bian ministry, and Dick Kramer, 
founder of the Oakland East Bay 
Gay Men’s Chorus, have been 
named as recipients of the 2001 
Pax et Bonum Awards by Digni¬ 
ty/San Francisco. The awards will 
be presented at Dignity/SF’s annu¬ 
al dinner this Saturday, March 31 
in the Savoy Room at the Crowne 
Plaza Union Square, 480 Sutter 
Street, at Powell, in San Francisco. 

The title of the awards, which is 
translated from Latin as “peace 
and good,” refers to a blessing of 
Saint Francis of Assisi, patron saint 
of both the city of San Francisco 
and Dignity/SF. The local chapter 
belongs to the national Dignity or¬ 
ganization which advocates on be¬ 
half of LGBT Catholics, their 
friends, and families. 

Two chapter members, Wanda 
J. Redman and David C. Turner, 
also will be receiving awards. 


Gramick is being recognized 
for her 30-year ministry to lesbian 
and gay Catholics. In 1977 she co¬ 
founded New Ways Ministry, a so¬ 
cial justice center working for the 
reconciliation of lesbian and gay 
people and the Catholic church. 
Her group was investigated by the 
Vatican, which prohibited her 
from performing pastoral work. 

Last May, the Vatican asked her 
religious congregation to prohib¬ 
it her from speaking about the in¬ 
vestigation and about homosexu¬ 
ality. Gramick responded that it is 
a basic human right to be able to 
speak about one’s experience and 
that she chose not to collaborate 
in her own oppression. She has 
come to the city twice since the 
ban, visiting both Dignity and 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco. 

Kramer is being recognized for 
his leadership on the gay musical 
scene in the city and the Bay Area 
over the last 20 years. He joined 
the San Francisco Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus in November 1978, on the day 
that Supervisor Harvey Milk and 


Mayor George Moscone were 
murdered. He later became its di¬ 
rector and led the chorus on its 
1981 U.S. tour. In 1982, he formed 
the Dick Kramer Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus, now known as the Golden 
Gate Men’s Chorus. In 1999, he 
founded the Oakland East Bay 
Gay Men’s Chorus, which contin¬ 
ues today. 

Redman has served the chapter 
since 1991 as the music minister. 
As music director, she has worked 
in a number of Catholic elemen¬ 
tary schools, and Catholic and 
public high schools in Oakland 
and San Francisco. 

Turner came to Dignity/SF 
from the St. Louis chapter. In his 
seven years with the local group, 
he has contributed to the chapter’s 
mission as chair of the member¬ 
ship committee and diversity task 
force and spearheaded the chap¬ 
ter’s street fair participation. 

No-host cocktails start at 7 
p.m., the dinner and program 
begin at 8. Tickets start at $50 per 
person. For more information,

Charges filed in 
dog mauling case

||%> an Francisco prosecutors are 
"W bracing themselves for a bat¬ 
tle and an expected change 
of venue petition from Robert 
Noel and Marjorie Knoller, the 
husband-wife caretakers of the 
dogs involved in the fatal January 
26 attack on Diane Whipple. 

On Tuesday, March 27, a grand 
jury handed down indictments 
against the attorney couple who 
surrendered without incident to 
police in Corning, in Tehama 
County, more than 170 miles 
northeast of San Francisco. 

Knoller, 45, was charged with 
second-degree murder, involun¬ 
tary manslaughter, and keeping a 
mischievous animal that killed a 
human being. She was held on $2 
million bail. If convicted, she could 
be sentenced to 15-years-to-life. 

Noel, 59, was charged with in¬ 


voluntary manslaughter and 
keeping a mischievous animal that 
killed a human being. He was held 
on $1 million bail. 

Jurors apparently felt the sec¬ 
ond-degree charge should be ap¬ 
plied to Knoller and not to Noel 
because the two Presa Canario 
dogs were in Knoller’s custody at 
the time of the attack. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter before the indict¬ 
ments were handed down, Noel 
said he would seek a change of 
venue if charges were brought. 

Kate Kendell, the executive di¬ 
rector of the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights and one of the 
lawyers representing Whipple’s 
partner, Sharon Smith, told the 
B.A.R. that she was generally 
pleased with the indictments. 

“I would be more pleased if a 
second-degree indictment had 
also come down against Robert 
Noel, who I believe the evidence

indicates was the instigator of the 
ownership of the dogs and cer¬ 
tainly was the more dominant of 
the two,” said Kendell. “But I was 
very fearful that there would be no 
second-degree murder indictment 
but I’m gratified that there is at 
least one.” 

Smith told Kendell that she 
was satisfied with the indictments. 
Noel and Knoller still live next 
door but Kendell said the couple 
hasn’t been seen around there 
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Court hears Oakland medical

O n Wednesday March 28, as 
the Bay Area Reporter went 
to press, the Supreme Court 
heard arguments in the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Justice’s case against 
the Oakland Cannabis Buyers’ 
Cooperative (OCBC). At issue is 
whether patients who can demon¬ 
strate “medical necessity” may ob¬ 
tain and use medical marijuana. 

The possession and use of med¬ 
icinal cannabis is permitted under 
California’s Proposition 215, which 
was passed by voters in 1996. Pa¬ 
tients use the herb to relieve loss of 
appetite related to AIDS, nausea 
caused by cancer and anti-HIV 
drugs, and muscle spasms and pain 
related to multiple sclerosis and 
other conditions. The law allows 
for the medicinal use of cannabis 
with a doctor’s recommendation, 
but did not include provisions for 
cannabis distribution. 

Since Proposition 215 was ap¬ 
proved, medical marijuana ballot 
initiatives have been passed by vot¬ 
ers in Alaska, Colorado, Nevada, 
Oregon, Maine, Washington state 
and Washington, D.C.; Hawaii has 
a medicinal cannabis law enacted 


by the state Legislature. Federal 
laws prohibit the possession, use, 
and distribution of marijuana for 
medical or any other reason. 

Yesterday’s hearing is the latest 
skirmish in a four-year battle over 
whether organizations can sell or 
otherwise distribute medical mar¬ 
ijuana. In January 1998, the feder¬ 
al government filed a lawsuit 
against the OCBC and five other 
California buyers’ clubs. Federal 
Judge Charles Breyer issued a pre¬ 
liminary injunction imposing a 
ban on cannabis sales. Since that 
time, the OCBC - which is the 
only remaining original defendant 
in the case - has only sold hemp 
products and maintained its pa¬ 
tient database. 

In September 1999, the 9th 
Circuit Court of Appeals reversed 
Breyer’s ruling and instructed him 
to reconsider the case, recognizing 
“medical necessity” as a viable de¬ 
fense. The court said that the 
OCBC had “identified a strong 
public interest in the availability 
of a doctor-prescribed treatment 
that would help ameliorate the 
condition and relieve the pain and 
suffering of a large group of per¬ 
sons with serious or fatal illness¬ 
es.” The court further stated that 


pot case 

the federal government had “of¬ 
fered no evidence to rebut evi¬ 
dence that cannabis is the only ef¬ 
fective treatment for a large group 
of seriously ill individuals.” 

In July 2000, Breyer reversed 
himself and allowed the OCBC to 
provide cannabis to patients with 
proof of medical need. The federal 
government then filed an emergency 
petition with the Supreme Court, ar¬ 
guing that Breyer’s ruling would 
“promote disrespect and disregard 
for an act of Congress that is central 
to combating illicit drug trafficking.” 
Last August, the high court ruled 7- 
1 that the Oakland club could not 
distribute medicinal cannabis while 
the case was under appeal, and in 
November agreed to hear the case. 
Supreme Court Justice Stephen 
Breyer, the brother of Charles Breyer, 
has recused himself from the case. 

The Supreme Court will not 
rule directly on the issue of 
cannabis sales by medical mari¬ 
juana clubs, but rather on whether 
medical necessity may be used as a 
defense against federal drug laws. 
According to OCBC attorney 
Robert Raich, “Once the justices 
recognize what’s really at stake in 
this case, if any semblance of jus¬ 
tice prevails then so will we.” ▼

Armed robbers hit 
the Castro and Mission

series of armed robberies 
hit the Upper Market area 
I last weekend, and police be¬ 
lieve that all the incidents involved 
the same suspects. In two of cases, 
the suspects sexually assaulted 
their victims. 

The first robbery hap¬ 
pened on Saturday, 

March 24 at 12:30 a.m. 
on the 900 block of 
South Van Ness. A 
woman had left her 
garage door open 
while she fed her 
pet rabbit and sud¬ 
denly, two men 
burst into the open 
garage screaming, 

“Where’s the money, bitch?” One 
of the men chambered a round 
into the silver semi-automatic 
handgun he was holding and 
placed it to the back of the 
woman’s head. The second sus¬ 
pect also pointed a gun at the 
woman and began to search for 
her valuables, groping her as he 
put his hands under her bra and 
underwear. The suspects told the 
woman to lie face down on the 
floor of the garage and count to 
100. Both men ran out in an un¬ 
known direction. 

About an hour later, two 
women walking westbound on 
20th near Church Street were sud¬ 
denly surprised by a man who 
stepped between two parked cars 


and told them, “Don’t move. 
Where’s the money?” One woman 
noticed the man was holding a sil¬ 
ver semi-automatic handgun in 
his right hand. The man told the 
women to face each other as a sec¬ 
ond suspect approached them 
from behind. Both men went 
through the women’s pockets and 
clothing looking for valuables, 
groping them as they put 
their hands underneath 
their bras and under¬ 
wear. The men forced 
the women to lay face 
down on the sidewalk 
as they went through 
their book bags. 
The suspects got 
into a newer white 
Ford driven by a 
third suspect and 
drove westbound on 20 th then 
northbound on Church Street. 

About five minutes later, two 
women who had just parked their 
Land Rover on Hancock near 
Sanchez were getting out of the 
car when a man quickly walked 
toward them. Both women, fear¬ 
ing something may be wrong, got 
back into their SUV and locked 
the doors. The man approached 
the driver’s side window and 
brandished a silver handgun, 
telling the women, “We’re going to 
shoot you.” Fearing for their lives, 
the women unlocked the car 
doors and the man pulled the dri¬ 
ver from her seat and took her 
purse. A second suspect took the 
passenger’s purse. The men ran to 


a nearby parked car, described as 
a white Ford Contour or Taurus 
with paper dealer plates that read, 
“Hancock Motors.” 

A few minutes later, a man- 
parking his Subaru Forester in his 
driveway on the 600 block of 
Church Street near the foot bridge 
in Dolores Park saw two figures 
walk around the back of his car. 
One of the figures approached 
him on the driver’s side and bran¬ 
dished a silver semi-automatic 
handgun from his jacket, pointing 
it through the closed window. 
Knowing he was being robbed, the 
man opened his car door, and the 
suspect dragged him out by the 
arm, screaming, “Get on the 
motherfucking ground.” The man 
complied and the two suspects 
took his wallet, keys, and wrist 
watch. The robbers then fled 
around the corner and the victim 
heard a car quickly accelerate and 
drive away. 

The suspects in all the inci¬ 
dents are described as African 
American males, 20-30 years old. 
The first suspect is 5 feet 8 inches 
tall, 200 pounds and “pudgy,” 
wearing a dark knit beanie cap, 
black or navy blue pea coat with 
dark pants, and clean shaven. The 
second suspect is 5 feet 7 inches, 
thin build, also wearing a dark 
beanie, pea coat, and dark pants. 
There is no description available 
of the third suspect who was dri¬ 
ving the car. Anyone with infor¬ 
mation about the robberies 
should call (415) 553-9257.

“Cesar was one of the 
first labor leaders to endorse gay 
rights. He was on our side for a 
long time.”

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Deny, deny, deny 


1 It Jf ho knows what the city of San 
Francisco will do to mark the 20th 
W If year of the AIDS epidemic this 
June? Will there be a giant red ribbon placed 
around City Hall? Probably not, as AIDS ac¬ 
tivists seem to have quashed the lavish dis¬ 
play that, according to minutes from two 
planning meetings involving AIDS organi¬ 
zation representatives, researchers, preven¬ 
tion advocates, and others, clearly was on 
the list of items being considered as a way 
to commemorate the solemn occasion. 

Yet, the mayor’s AIDS policy adviser, Mike 
Shriver, denied the red ribbon idea was ever a 
part of the plan, even as the meeting minutes 
prove otherwise. In fact, the minutes indicate 
Shriver - who attended at least two of the meet¬ 
ings - either came up with the idea or support¬ 
ed the idea in the hope that it would become 
an “international symbol drawing worldwide 
media attention,” the March 7 minutes state. 

Shriver was to set up a meeting with the 
mayor to discuss the ribbon plan, and coor¬ 
dinate the ribbon hanging at City Hall, ac¬ 
cording to minutes from the March 16 
meeting: “The June Milestone event began 
to take shape at today’s meeting, as de¬ 
scribed in the working outline below. Also 
included are action items various team 
members have agreed to coordinate.” Those 
minutes also indicate that rainbow flag- 
maker Gilbert Baker was to be contacted to 
see if he could make the giant ribbon, al¬ 
though Baker told us this week that so far 
he hasn’t heard from anyone. 

According to the minutes, the red ribbon 
idea was very much alive with a date of June 
5 selected for the grand unveiling. Not, so, 
says Shriver, it was never part of the plan. 

Why get so riled up about a giant red rib¬ 
bon? For one thing, we find Shriver’s denials 
disingenuous and lacking all credibility. For 
another, we know from firsthand experience 
that denial is the way Shriver operates. 

Back in January, after the highly-touted 
HIV consensus meeting, Shriver and others 
were guests on a KQED-FM radio program 
discussing rising HIV infection rates and 


other issues. We had heard that Shriver had 
disparaged the Bay Area Reporter on the air 
and so we asked him about it. He denied 
point blank that he made such re¬ 
marks on the program. 

So, we got a tape of the broad¬ 
cast and heard Shriver make crit- , 
ical comments about the paper’s 
coverage of HIV infection rates to 
the point at which the program’s 
host had to cut him-off because there 
was no one from the paper to respond 
to his diatribe. 

This pattern of denial is 
problematic because it raises 
questions about what Shriver 
says. And when it comes to HIV/AIDS, there 
is already plenty of misinformation; we don’t 
need it coming from the mayor’s adviser. The 
red ribbon itself isn’t the issue, it’s the larger 


pattern of denial that we find troublesome. 
In his obsession to fend off criticism of an 
unpopular idea or acknowledge responsibil¬ 
ity when he’s said something, Shriver takes 
the easy way out - deny, deny, deny. 
Fortunately, Project Open Hand’s 
Tom Nolan is more honest. Nolan, 
who was one of the attendees at the 
March 7 meeting when the red ribbon 
idea was first mentioned, told us that 
he supported the ribbon plan until 
^ objections were raised. What is the 
harm in Shriver admitting a 
similar change of heart? 

What could have been a non¬ 
issue or a simple disagreement 
over a tied ribbon has become symbolic of the 
way Shriver twists the truth into knots. 

We expect Shriver to be more straight¬ 
forward in the future. T 




Speaking about gender 
expression and identity

jjj ast week the Human Rights Campaign 
Board of Directors and Governors 
WM. voted to expand the organization’s 
mission statement to include gender ex¬ 
pression and identity. This action was taken 
to memorialize and build upon the organi¬ 
zation’s growing and substantial work in 
this area. 

HRC recognizes there are organizations 
and leaders that have been focused on issues 
related to gender identity as their core mis¬ 
sion, and that these leaders and institutions 
will necessarily be the primary voice on is¬ 
sues that affect the lives of transgender 
Americans. 

Adopted in 1998 as part of HRC’s five- 
year strategic plan, the previous mission 
statement read as follows: “As America’s 
largest gay and lesbian organization, the 
Human Rights Campaign provides a na¬ 
tional voice on gay and lesbian issues. The 
Human Rights Campaign effectively lobbies 
Congress; mobilizes grassroots action in di¬ 
verse communities; invests strategically to 
elect a fair-minded Congress; and increases 
public understanding through innovative 
education and communication strategies. 

“HRC is a bipartisan organization that 
works to advance equality for lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual Americans to ensure they can 
be open, honest, and safe at home, at work, 
and in the community.” 

In the newly amended mission statement 
the second paragraph has been replaced 
with: “HRC is a bipartisan organization that 
works to advance equality based on sexual 
orientation and gender expression and 
identity, to ensure that gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender Americans can be open, 


honest, and safe at home, at work, and in the 
community.” 

We at HRC believe that changing our 
mission is an honest reflection of HRC’s 
work at this moment in the institution’s his¬ 
tory. Although HRC’s primary focus is on 
issues related to sexual orientation, it also 
has an important institutional commitment 
to issues related to gender expression and 
identity. HRC views this step as honest and 
proportional. 

Through the years HRC has 
worked to build alliances with 
transgender organizations and 
leaders and recognizes that the is¬ 
sues that affect lesbian, gay, and bi¬ 
sexual Americans and transgender 
Americans are often related one to 
the other. Whether 
viewed as being on an in¬ 
tegrated or parallel jour¬ 
ney, HRC believes trans¬ 
gender Americans are an important part of 
our collective quest for equality. 

HRC is committed to educating the pub¬ 
lic on issues that affect transgender Ameri¬ 
cans. HRC will continue to work at the 
local, state, and federal level in coalition 
with transgender organizations and trans¬ 
gender leadership, and while, at times, we 
might not always agree, the change to the 
mission statement is intended to reflect an 
important and affirming demonstration of 
good faith. 

Many will ask: what does this mean for 
HRC’s legislative priorities, including the 
Employment Non-Discrimination Act? 
HRC will maintain its current legislative 
priorities. Two of those priorities, the Hate 
Crimes Prevention Act and ENDA will not 
change substantially in form or substance. 

HRC will continue to work to ensure 


that transgender Americans are covered 
under the Hate Crimes Prevention Act and 
is committed to working to help educate 
Congress and the public at large on issues 
that affect transgender Americans, includ¬ 
ing employment discrimination. HRC will 
continue its work to advance supportive 
policies in America’s workplaces, and is 
committed to working with transgender 
leaders to assist in the creation of other fed¬ 
eral legislative vehicles to protect people 
based on gender expression and identity. 

While HRC recognizes that there are 
those who will only be satisfied 
when ENDA is altered to include 
4 gender identity, it is our assess- 

XjL ) ment that many congressional 
members are invested in the bill 
in its current form and 
that any changes would 
not be well received on 
Capitol Hill. It is evident 
to many that substantial education is neces¬ 
sary to garner a far deeper understanding 
regarding gender expression and identity 
before a bill addressing this issue would be 
deemed viable. 

Nevertheless, we at HRC, believe that 
while we face enormous challenges as a 
community and as an organization, we 
must arm each other with the conviction 
that - with focus, strength and investment 
- we can win passage so that every gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender American 
can be open, honest, and safe at home, at 
work, and in the community. ▼

Dispelling the TIC myths 

Joseph Capko has written perhaps the most dis¬ 
torted anti-TIC legislation diatribe to date (Mail- 
strom, March 22). Not only is he misguided in stat¬ 
ing that the legislation amounts to a practical ban on 
TICs, his information is not current. I am a volunteer 
counselor with the Housing Rights Committee and 
have met with other concerned citizens and with 
Chris [Daly] himself to discuss the points of the leg¬ 
islation. Needless to say I am more current on the new 
TIC legislation than is Mr. Capko. Supervisor Daly’s 
proposed legislation would not ban TICs but rather 
regulate the number of apartments that can be con¬ 
verted to TICs on a yearly basis. The legislation also 
recommends the cap on TICs be raised from 200 to 
300 with the additional 100 being slated for lower- 
middle income buyers. This will help promote true 
home ownership for all people not just the elite. 

Another myth that needs to be dispelled is that this 
legislation will increase the number of Ellis Act evic¬ 
tions. This is highly unlikely and the statistics prove 
this. Most apartment buildings where the Ellis Act 
was used, the building was then sold as a 
TIC. 

And last, but not least, this is not 
Proposition N! This legislation is not 
retroactive. This legislation will allow ap¬ 
proximately 2,000 owners of TICs to di¬ 
rectly convert to condos. This legislation 
will give tenants the first right of refusal 
when their building goes up for sale, 
and once and for all, this legislation is 
not anti-gay. Frankly, I am so tired of the gay com¬ 
munity exploiting this as a gay issue and all the while 
they are displacing their gay brothers and sisters 
through evictions. The bottom line, if you are a mid¬ 
dle to lower income renter or a current TIC owner, 
this legislation is good news. It helps promote true af¬ 
fordable home ownership and protects tenants.

Activist doesn’t benefit 

We were amazed to read that tenant activist Robert 
Haaland is benefiting “directly from the expensive lit¬ 
igation that has resulted from thousands of housing 
regulations” (Mailstrom, March 22). 

As an attorney, Robert is not involved with any 
tenant or housing litigation that we know of - nor has 
he ever been.

Many in our community hope the new Board of 
Supervisors, led by our own Tom Ammiano, will res¬ 
cue city government from the ineptitude and folly 
that now 4 characterize it. They may be in for a big sur¬ 
prise. Here are some things I witnessed at a recent 
board meeting: 

Supervisor Chris Daly bitterly condemned a pro¬ 
posed board commendation because the recipient is 
opposed to affirmative action. This is a board that has 
only one black member and one Asian member. 

The board suspended its regular business schedule 
so all the members could give long, rhetorical speech¬ 
es about the importance of women in American life. 
This is a board that has only one woman member. 

San Francisco has legions of homeless; Muni is still 
a joke; the streets are filthy; and the cost of housing 
has become astronomical. At the initiative of Super¬ 
visor Matt Gonzalez, the board limited its entire pub¬ 
lic comment period to the question of how the library 
should collect overdue book fines. 

In the public comment period, I had hoped to 
challenge the qualifications of one of the mayor’s ap¬ 
pointees to a city commission. But there was no time 
for that. Instead, the board had a debate about the 
qualifications of a member of the U.S. Cabinet in 
Washington, D.C.

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Energy crisis: 
Who’s to blame?

overnor Gray Davis is cer- 
V tainly right when he re- 

m minds Californians that it 
was his Republican predecessor, 
Pete Wilson, who guided the 
state’s failed energy restructuring 
back in 1996 and that it was none 
of Davis’s doing. 

The Democratic governor 
clearly inherited the disastrously 
flawed deregulation scheme from 
the Republican governor, helped 
along, to be sure, by a state Legis¬ 
lature that blindly and unani¬ 
mously voted for the restructuring 
program in 1996. But who is re¬ 
sponsible for the current energy 
crisis was never really the ques¬ 
tion; as to what must be done 
now, well, that is another ques¬ 
tion. 

For nearly a year it has been 
clear that if the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission didn’t 
cap the wholesale prices, 
retail prices would have to 
go up. The only question 
now is when and by how 
much. It has been nine 
months since the first 
warning signals went 
out after energy retail 
prices shot up 
markedly in the 
San Diego area. 

If California 
had encouraged the utilities to 
enter into long-term contracts last 
year before the energy marketers 
had already sold much of what 
was available for this summer, the 
utilities could have obtained 
prices far below what the state 
now is forced to pay. Further, if 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission (whose members are 
appointed by the governor) had 
instituted real-time metering for 
large energy consumers that re¬ 
flected actual energy costs, and 
thus drive down peak-hour de¬ 
mand, the prices would have been 
even lower. 

Much of what the state has 
done recently such as the move to 
buy transmission lines, the pur¬ 
chase of power under excessively 
long contracts, and its decision to 
issue bonds, is too little, too late. 
We now learn that the state’s 
power purchases for Southern 
California Edison and PG&E 
could cost $23 billion by the end 
of next year, almost surely leaving 
customers paying at least 50 per¬ 
cent more for electricity. It is the 
fear of rising prices for consumers 
that has the politicians - the gov¬ 
ernor and the Legislature - terri¬ 
fied of doing anything that will 
anger the rate payers. 

Governor Davis himself said 
recently that if he wanted to raise 
electricity rates he “could have 
fixed California’s energy mess in 
20 minutes.” Probably not a wise 
thing for any politician to have 
said, since, as sure as the sun 
comes up in the east, electricity 
rates are headed for yet another 
increase very soon. 

When Davis and the Legisla¬ 
ture approved legislation autho¬ 
rizing the state’s power purchases, 
they projected’ they would need 
$10 billion in revenue bonds to 
buy power for the two utilities 
over a decade and these bonds 
must be repaid by the utilities’ 
customers over the next few years. 
Davis has repeatedly said that he 
is confident the state’s power crisis 
can be resolved without further 
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rate hikes, but sources close to the 
governor were reportedly telling 
some lawmakers this week that 
the state’s power crisis cannot pos¬ 
sibly be resolved without further 
rate hikes, possibly as high 
as 50 percent. 

That increase likely 
will be on top of the 9 
percent to 15 percent 
increase the PUC ap¬ 
proved in January, as 
well as an additional 10 
percent increase al¬ 
ready sched¬ 
uled for next 
year. Make no 
mistake about 
it, the cost of electricity in Cali¬ 
fornia is going to go up again. The 
question is how much and how 
soon. The political fallout? Well, 
consumer advocate Harvey 
Rosenfeld of the Foundation for 
Taxpayer and Consumer Rights is 
promising a “rebellion at the bal¬ 
lot box” in 2002 if rates rise. There 
are many who say that Governor 
Davis and the Legislature are 
guilty of inaction on the current 
crisis. I think Davis, though per¬ 
haps a bit late at the switch, has at 
least tried to find the solution. 
What California voters think 
when the 2002 election rolls ’ 
around is yet another question. 

Politics and people 

We should hardly be surprised, 
but reports from more than one 
major news outlet this past week 
claim that the new Bush adminis¬ 
tration is making appointments 
daily that show an ideological 
turn to the far right that surpass¬ 
es even that of Ronald Reagan. 
Those watching George W. 
Bush’s appointments, including 
the obviously pleased members of 
the far right, are now openly com¬ 
menting on the conservative bent 
of the new Bush White House. In¬ 
deed, even Ralph Neas, the pres¬ 
ident of People for the American 
Way, commented last week that 
“across the board, it’s obvious that 
the right wing is in control, and 
it’s a right-wing agenda that’s 
being implemented.” Paul 
Weyrich, a prominent conserva¬ 
tive, also says “this administration 
is shaping up to be the best; as 
soon as they got in, they started 
taking notice - this is something 
I’ve never experienced before.” 
Michael Horowitz, a veteran 
conservative of the Reagan White 
House, now with the ultraconser¬ 
vative Hudson Institute, con¬ 
curred. “In many respects, this 
Bush White House did even better 
than the Reagan administration,” 
Horowitz says. Bush’s collection of 
appointed conservatives, those 
closely identified with moral, reli¬ 


gious or small-government caus¬ 
es, is wide-ranging and includes, 
of course, Attorney General John 
Ashcroft; the Cuban-born. Otto 
Reich, active in Reagan’s anti- 
Sandinista efforts in the 1980s, 
who will head the State Depart¬ 
ment’s Latin American operation; 
Christian activist Kay James, for¬ 
mer dean of the Robertson School 
of Government at Pat Robert¬ 
son’s Regent University, who 
heads the Office of Personnel 
Management; and Theodore 
Olson, who served on the board of 
the notoriously far-right Richard 
Mellon Scaife-funded American 
Spectator, and who also once ar¬ 
gued a pivotal Supreme Court 
case against affirmative action, as 
well as the Bush v. Gore case before 
the Supreme Court. Olson was 
tapped to be solicitor general. 

But, hey, wasn’t it the Green 
Party boy, Ralph Nader, who re¬ 
peatedly said there wasn’t a bit of 
difference between George W. 
Bush and Al Gore throughout the 
campaign? Nader delivered Flori¬ 
da, New Hampshire, and the 
White House into the hands of 
Bush and his right-wing friends 
who now control 1600 Pennsylva¬ 
nia Avenue. 

The Los Angeles Times pub¬ 
lished what is essentially a dual 
endorsement this week of City At¬ 
torney James Hahn and former 
Assembly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa in the April 10 mayoral 
race in that city; gay and lesbian 
activists there will no doubt get 
behind Villaraigosa if these two 
make it into a runoff. 

Governor Davis got a huge 
public relations boost last week 
while traveling the state with Vi¬ 
cente Fox, the immensely popu¬ 
lar new president of Mexico. Fox 
and Davis drew huge crowds 
everywhere they went during the 
two-day visit and the fact- that the 
new Mexican president made Cal¬ 
ifornia his first official U.*S. stop in 
• his new presidency rather than 
Washington, D.C. or Texas report¬ 
edly didn’t go unnoticed by the 
White House either, as Dubya dis¬ 
patched first lady Laura Bush to 
Southern California last week to 
make an appearance with Fox. 

Back to the energy crisis: I’ve 
always thought Senator Dianne 
Fein stein was probably the wisest 
of any of our California represen¬ 
tatives in Washington and the for¬ 
mer San Francisco mayor was 
withholding no punches this week 
as she bluntly accused the Bush 
administration of playing politics 
with the state’s power emergency. 
Hammering the Bush White 
House for refusing to lend a hand 
to California, Feinstein, suggesting 
politics was the motive, said: “Be¬ 
cause of the kind of recalcitrance 
and the fact that this is a predom¬ 
inately Democratic state, even 
somebody like me that constantly 
works across partisan lines is be¬ 
ginning to wonder if this isn’t an 
unnecessary barbed stick at Cali¬ 
fornia because of that; otherwise, 
why wouldn’t there be the attitude 
from the White House of, ‘Let me 
see what we can do to help; we’ve 
got an open mind.’ I don’t believe 
anybody in that [Bush] adminis¬ 
tration is an expert on California, 
so why be so sure there’s only one 
way to solve a problem?” Feinstein 
said she personally wrote to Bush 
back in January seeking a meeting 
on the energy situation in Califor¬ 
nia but has yet to receive a re¬

Who was 
Selma Lagerlof?

March 16, 1940 (61 years ago 
this month): The Nobel Prize-win¬ 
ning novelist Selma Lagerlof dies 
on her estate in Sweden. 

uring her lifetime, Selma 

Lagerlof was one of the 
1 world’s most celebrated writ¬ 
ers. Still revered in her native Swe¬ 
den, she was the first woman to 
win the Nobel Prize for Literature 
and the author of a beloved chil¬ 
dren’s book. Contemporary bi¬ 
ographers noted the unmar¬ 
ried writer’s “noble friend¬ 
ships” with women, but it 
was not until Lagerlof’s let¬ 
ters were unsealed in 1991 - 
51 years after her death, as she 
had stipulated - that the les¬ 
bian nature of these 
relationships came to 
light. 

Lagerlof was born 
November 20, 1858, in the 
province of Varmland in west- 
central Sweden. Her father, a re¬ 
tired lieutenant, struggled to 
maintain the family estate, called 
Marbacka. But times were hard, 
and he eventually he took to 
drinking. 

Lagerlof was raised on the folk 
tales and legends of Varmland, 
and these, along with the Nordic 
sagas she loved, would later give 
her work its distinctive mythic di¬ 
mension. The girl dreamed of be¬ 
coming a writer and as a teenager 
would read her poems at wed¬ 
dings and other occasions. 

It was at such an event in 1880 
that she met the Swedish feminist 
Eva Fryxell, who recognized the 
young woman’s talent and urged 
her to seek a formal education. 
Lagerlof moved to Stockholm and 
entered the Higher Teacher’s Col¬ 
lege for Women. Her life in the 
capital, with its vibrant cultural 
life, was a time of “awakening, 
growth, and rapid maturation,” 
she later said. 

Soon after her father’s death in 
1885, Lagerlof accepted a teaching 
position at a girls’ school in a 
southern coastal town. When 
Marbacka had to be sold to pay 
creditors, sorrow over this loss 
spurred Lagerlof to write her first 
book, Gosta Berling’s Saga, based 
on the Varmland tales she heard as 
a child. Published in 1891, it ini¬ 
tially went unnoticed. But after 
the influential Danish critic Georg 
Brandes gave the novel a glowing 
review, Lagerlof’s literary reputa¬ 
tion was secured throughout 
Scandinavia. 

A short-story collection soon 
followed, and in 1895, Lagerlof re¬ 
ceived a travel stipend from Swe¬ 
den’s King Oscar II that allowed her 
to quit teaching. Lagerlof spent sev¬ 
eral months in Central Europe and 


Italy, accompanied by Sophie Sa¬ 
lomon Elkan, a fellow novelist she 
had met the year before. Beautiful, 
sophisticated, and spirited, Elkan 
was a widow who came from a 
wealthy Jewish family. From 
Lagerlof’s letters, it appears the re¬ 
lationship was both passionate and 
complex: while Lagerlof evidently 
struggled over her sexual feelings 
for her friend, Elkan chose to keep 
the relationship platonic. Still, there 
remained a deep love between the 
women, who made several trips 
abroad together and often stayed in 
each other’s homes. 

After her return from 
Italy, Lagerlof moved to 
central Sweden to be closer 
to her sister. There the 
writer learned about a 
group of local peasants 
who had recently emigrat¬ 
ed to Palestine to wait 
for Christ’s return. 
Their story became 
the basis for 
Jerusalem (1901-1902). A moving 
portrayal of religious mania and 
divided families, the epic novel ce¬ 
mented Lagerlof’s reputation as a 
writer of the first rank and made 
her internationally famous. 

In 1902, Lagerlof met the 
schoolteacher Valborg Olander; 
their letters reveal that the two 
Women became lovers. The rela¬ 
tionship with Olander apparently 
incited jealousy in Elkan, who 
wrote Lagerlof: “You’re not choos¬ 
ing Valborg over me, are you?” 
Olander would serve as Lagerlof’s 
personal assistant and secretary 
for the next four decades. 

Around this time, Lagerlof re¬ 
ceived a commission to write a chil¬ 
dren’s book about Swedish geogra¬ 
phy. The result was The Wonderful 
Adventures of Nils (1906-1907), fea¬ 
turing an ill-tempered boy who is 
magically changed into a thumb¬ 
sized imp; he flies with a flock of 
wild geese from the southern tip of 
Sweden to Lapland and back. 
Hugely successful both in Sweden 
and abroad, Nils is still read by chil¬ 
dren throughout the world. 

Throughout these years, 
Lagerlof published several short 
novels and story collections, often 
weaving a fantastic element into 
her realistic narrative. In 1909, she 
became the first woman - and the 
first Swede - to receive the Nobel 
Prize for Literature; five years 
later, she became the first woman 
to be elected to the prestigious 
Swedish Academy. 

Although Lagerlof’s work 
avoids explicit lesbian themes, it 
generally features confident, com¬ 
manding female characters (even 
in Nils, the leader of the wild geese 
is female), and the author’s sym¬ 
pathies are clearly with those who 
follow their true natures despite 
social convention. One contem¬ 
porary critic noted with surprise 


that Lagerlof should have “so little 
condemnation for what is gener¬ 
ally called illicit love,” especially 
since her own life “has never been 
touched by a breath of gossip, let 
alone scandal.” 

With the help of the Nobel 
Prize money, Lagerlof was able to 
buy back her family’s Varmland 
estate. From there she continued 
to write novels, stories, and mem¬ 
oirs, and became a prominent 
spokesperson for pacifism and 
women’s suffrage. In her later 
years, Marbacka became some¬ 
thing of a pilgrimage site for de¬ 
voted readers, including, in 1938, 
an awestruck Greta Garbo. 

Lagerlof died on March 16, 
1940, at the age of 81, three years 
before Olander, with whom she 
had remained close. Today, Mar¬ 
backa is a public museum devoted 
to Lagerlof’s life and work. Along 
with a memorial room to Sophie 
Elkan, which Lagerlof had set up 
after Elkan’s death in 1921, there 
is also a room devoted to Olander. 
But the full complexity of 
Lagerlof’s relationships with these 
and other women is only begin¬ 
ning to be explored. T

T he Bush tax cut plan cur¬ 
rently before the Senate has 
received ecstatic support 
from the gay right. In particular, 
the Log Cabin Republicans would 
like lesbians and gay men to be¬ 
lieve that repeal of the estate tax is 
in our community’s best interest. 
But the truth is, repealing this tax 
will benefit a wealthy minor¬ 
ity of us while gravely endan¬ 
gering the ability of our orga¬ 
nizations to raise much- 
needed donor dollars. 

The unfairness of the es¬ 
tate tax to lesbian and gay 
relationships has been 
a frequent complaint 
in our community. 

While hetero¬ 
sexual widows 

and widowers _ 

can inherit 

their spouses’ estates tax-free, the 
surviving partner in a same-sex re¬ 
lationship often surrenders half of 
the deceased partner’s estate to the 
government. 

Estate-tax discrimination is a 
slap in the face to the committed 
relationships of wealthy lesbians 
and gay men. Here’s a typical ex¬ 
ample: After a friend of mine 
watched his lover deteriorate and 
die of AIDS, he had to deal with 
hostile “in-laws” who did every¬ 
thing from excluding him from 
the shiva (the Jewish mourning 
period) to threatening to contest 
the will. To add insult to injury, my 
friend had to write a fat check to a 
government that had denied him 
the right to marry, turning over 55 
percent of what his longtime part¬ 
ner left him from a lucrative career 
as a real-estate attorney. 

The answer to this blatant in¬ 
justice, the gay right says, is sim¬ 
ple: Repeal the estate tax. “ [That’s] 
one of the very few things gays 
and lesbians can do to balance out 
the inequities that currently exist,” 
Kevin Ivers, director of public af¬ 
fairs for LCR, told reporter 
Michael Triplett. In a recent arti¬ 
cle for the Gay Financial Network 
(gfn.com), Triplett suggested that 
lesbians and gay men would be 
“major beneficiaries” of estate-tax 
repeal, and reported that LCR has 
made it a top priority. 

The first and most obvious 
problem with this “solution” is that 
it’s misleading. Only estates of 
more than $675,000 are taxed, al¬ 
though proponents of the repeal 
would like the middle and working 
classes to believe otherwise. That’s 
undoubtedly why we often hear 
about the “death tax” instead of the 
privileged-sounding “estate tax.” In 
fact, the tax affects only about 6 of 
every 10,000 people who die, and 
most, if not all, of those concerned 
have already reaped benefits from 
the many tax breaks and loopholes 
geared to the rich. 
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In addition, the minimum size 
of the estates affected will inch 
higher each year and hit $ 1 million 
in 2006. There is also a Democrat¬ 
ic compromise on the table in 
Congress to raise the exclusion 
rate to a generous $3 or $4 million, 
protecting small and family busi¬ 
nesses without incurring a loss of 
billions of dollars in estate-tax rev¬ 
enue that would surely come out 
of social programs, not military 
spending or other programs. 
Given all the facts about 
the estate tax, lesbians and 
gay men would hardly be 
“major beneficiaries” of a com¬ 
plete repeal, unless you be¬ 
lieve the flawed marketing 
research that claims we’re 
so much wealthier than 
straight Americans. Cer- 

_ tainly, a small 

percentage of 
us (like a 
small percent¬ 
age of straight people) would ben¬ 
efit from repeal and be able to pre¬ 
serve our inherited wealth. But at 
the same time, our community 
could also suffer big losses. 

That’s because the second prob¬ 
lem with repe'aling the estate tax is 
its potentially detrimental effect on 
charitable donations. Right now, 
many affluent people make sizable 
bequests to charity in order to by¬ 
pass the estate tax. But if the tax is 
repealed and there’s no financial 
incentive to make such large dona¬ 
tions, nonprofit groups may lose 
billions of dollars each year. 

Because bequests have been so 
important to the growth of les¬ 
bian and gay social service organi¬ 
zations in the age of AIDS, the po¬ 
tential loss or reduction of these 
donations is a grave prospect. 
Bush intends to funnel tax dollars 
to “faith-based initiatives” for the 
delivery of social services. If char¬ 
itable giving to gay organizations 
falls off and religious groups with 
less-than-enlightened views of gay 
people become the primary 
providers of social services, the re¬ 
sults for our community could be 
devastating. Still, some gay groups 
may be afraid to speak out against 
the repeal and alienate the donors 
and board members so vital to 
their fundraising programs. 

In a bold recent move, the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
became the first queer organiza¬ 
tion to join Fair Taxes for All, a 
progressive coalition opposed to 
Bush’s tax package. The Gay, Les¬ 
bian, and Straight Educators Net¬ 
work, Gay Men’s Health Crisis, and 
Sexual Minority Youth Assistance 
League have also joined the list. 

We need more nonprofits and 
also wealthy donors of conscience 
to voice objection to complete re¬ 
peal of the estate tax. Bill Gates Sr. 
has suggested forming a group . 
called “Millionaires for the Estate 
Tax.” It would be great if some 
celebrity philanthropists from our 
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Tough, Tenacious and Attentive. 
Criminal and Civil 
Representation. 
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own community, like David Gef- 
fen and Martina Navratilova, 
would take up the challenge and 
show that lesbians and gay men 
can lead the way on this very im¬ 
portant issue. T 
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another run for the White House 
before ever retiring from politics. 

At its regular monthly meeting 
tonight (Thursday, March 29) the 
Log Cabin Republican Club of S.F. 
will present a behind-the-scenes 
look at state legislative actions that 
will affect the gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender community. 
The forum will include Jean Har¬ 


ris, executive director of the Cali¬ 
fornia Alliance for Pride and 
Equality; Bonita Barnes, repre¬ 
senting a consortium of AIDS or¬ 
ganizations; and Dana Van 
Gorder of the S.F. AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. The event will be held start¬ 
ing at 6 p.m. in the Fireside Room 
of the Lutheran Center, 1101 
O’Farrell and will be moderated by 
longtime political consultant and 
Log Cabin official Chris Bowman.

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Mbeki’sAIDS panel may 
make recommendation

S outh African President 
Thabo Mbeki’s panel of sci¬ 
entists on HIV/AIDS may 
recommend “a series of immedi¬ 
ately doable epidemiological stud¬ 
ies be undertaken to prove or dis¬ 
prove once and for all that HIV 
causes AIDS.” 

The panel was mandated last 
April by Mbeki’s cabinet; 33 
mainstream and dissident scien¬ 
tists were invited to South Africa 
to discuss HIV and AIDS. 

The panel’s final report, which 
was due by December 31, has not 
yet been released. There is no offi¬ 
cial explanation for the delay except 
that the report is “still being edited.” 

The South African media* 
however, quoting reliable sources, 
claims that both groups of scien¬ 
tists are expected to be unhappy 
with the final report. 

Dr. David Rasnick, Professor 
Sam Mhlongo, and Professor 
Charles Geshekter indicated last 
week that they had asked for per¬ 
mission to write a minority report 
disagreeing with the final report. 

These dissidents say that they 
will challenge the panel’s final re¬ 
port if it cites the arguments of 
mainstream scientists that there is 
a link between HIV and AIDS. 

“If the final report is anything 
like the draft version, we have 
asked the government for permis¬ 
sion to write a minority report that 
reflects our views,” said Rasnick. 

They also accused mainstream 
scientists of “sabotaging Mbeki’s 
panel all along by boycotting the 
panel’s Internet discussions and 
signing the Durban Declaration.” 

Still, it seems that the main¬ 
stream scientists, those who firm¬ 
ly believe that HIV causes AIDS, 
may also be unhappy with the 
final report. 



According to an unofficial ver¬ 
sion published in the South 
African weekly newspaper, the 
Sunday Independent, in the chapter 
on “HIV tests and their accuracy,” 
the report states that, “Dr. Rasnick, 
supported by Professor Mhlongo, 
recommended that the South 
African government should con¬ 
sider terminating HIV testing of 
blood banks and general surveil¬ 
lance since the results of all tests are 
unreliable and non-specific, and 
hence give wrong information.” 

It appears that the dissident 
scientists believe that AIDS would 
disappear if all HIV testing were 
banned, which prompted Tony 
Leon, leader of the opposition De¬ 
mocratic Alliance, to call on Pres¬ 
ident Mbeki to sack Rasnick from 
his panel for referring to HIV as a 
“harmless virus.” 

Last year, Mbeki wrote to Pres¬ 
ident Clinton, United Nations 
Secretary-General Kofi Annan, 
and some other heads of state that 
the assumption of a causal link 
between HIV and AIDS by main¬ 
stream doctors and the media 
amounted to “intellectual intimi¬ 


dation and terrorism.” 

He emphasized that the alleged 
link required further investiga¬ 
tion. 

Poll numbers down 

In the meantime, Mbeki’s ties 
to the AIDS dissidents have seri¬ 
ously harmed his credibility and 
popularity. 

The Business Day, an influen¬ 
tial South African daily, has just 
published a survey in which al¬ 
most half of the adult population 
rated Mbeki’s performance “poor” 
to “very poor.” 

The survey, conducted through 
market research house AC 
Nielsen’s Multibus subscription 
research service, used an area- 
stratified probability sample of 
2,479 households encompassing 
all race and income groups. The 
findings are representative of 13.7 
million, or 92 percent of all urban 
adult South Africans. 

More than half disagree with 
Mbeki’s view that HIV does not 
cause AIDS. Six percent agreed 
completely with him, 4 percent 
agreed strongly, 8 percent agreed “a 
little,” a quarter felt they did not 
know enough to form an opinion, 
while 4 percent said they did not be¬ 
lieve news reports about the issue. 

The biggest disagreement with 
Mbeki’s handling of the AIDS cri¬ 
sis comes from people aged be¬ 
tween 16 and 24 (56 percent), 
compared to 45 percent of those 
older than 50. 

The survey also showed that 
more than a third of people with¬ 
out access to television expressed 
uncertainty about the HIV/AIDS 
issue, compared to a quarter of 
those with access to TV. 

Those without TV access also 
were more likely to agree with the 
president than those able to follow 
debates and news broadcasts on 
television. T 


Namibia president criticized by human 
rights groups over anti-gay statements

H uman rights organizations 
last week sharply criticized 
Namibia President Sam 
Nujoma, who called on his police 
to “arrest, imprison, and deport” 
any homosexuals and lesbians 
found in this African country. 

Addressing students at the 
University of Namibia in Wind¬ 
hoek, the fired-up president de¬ 
clared, “The Republic of Namibia 
does not allow homosexuality, les¬ 
bianism here. 

“Police are ordered to arrest 
and deport [homosexuals] and 
imprison [them] too,” Nujoma 
threatened publicly. 

The Rainbow Project Coali¬ 
tion, which is campaigning for 
homosexual equality in Namibia, 
immediately reacted by asking 
President Nujoma to clarify which 
of the country’s laws allowed gays 
and lesbians to be prosecuted. 

The organization’s coordina¬ 
tor, Ian Swartz, told journalists 
that, “Nowhere does our constitu¬ 
tion state that gay and lesbian 
people are not members of the 
human family and therefore do 
not enjoy the same rights as all 
other citizens.” 

Swartz admitted that homo¬ 


sexuals in Namibia were fright¬ 
ened by Nujoma’s speech, but he 
asked, “We would also like to 
know whether the president has 
made arrangements with the 
prison authorities to accommo¬ 
date some 10 percent of the popu¬ 
lation.” 

The Namibian Society for 
Human Rights labeled Nujoma’s 
latest homophobic attack as “dan¬ 
gerous.” In its statement, the soci¬ 
ety warned that “violent words 
from a popular leader may lead to 
violence against innocent citizens.” 

Reminding Nujoma and his 
government that Namibia became 
independent just 11 years ago, 
after decades of apartheid, the 
NSHR said that, “In a country that 
has emerged from the horrors of 
apartheid, it should not be such a 
leap in logic to recognize that ho¬ 
mophobia is a form of the same 
cancer as racism.” 

The Legal Assistance Center 
pointed out that Namibia does 
not have any laws that can be used 
to detain and deport sexual mi¬ 
norities from the country as 
threatened by Nujoma. 

The president’s interpretation 
of the constitutional rights of gays 
and lesbians is “obviously erro¬ 
neous since the Namibian Consti¬ 
tution protects the rights and dig¬ 


nity of all persons in Namibia,” 
LAC director Clement Daniels 
said in a media release. 

Describing Nujoma’s remarks 
as “unfortunate and irresponsi¬ 
ble,” Daniels said that, “Our con¬ 
stitution protects the above rights 
of all persons and all persons are 
equal before the law, regardless of 
their sexual orientation.” 

This is not the first time that 
Nujoma has attacked homosexu¬ 
als, whom he describes as the re¬ 
sults of “foreign influence and 
decadence.” This is, however, the 
first time the Namibian president 
has called for their arrest, impris¬ 
onment, and deportation. 

Nujoma’s Home Affairs minis¬ 
ter, Jerry Ekandjo, is on record as 
saying last year that police should 
“eliminate gays and lesbians from 
the face of Namibia.” 

Addressing newly-graduated 
police officers, Ekandjo said that, 
“Even if gays and lesbians had a 
gay dog they would murder it.” 

Later on, official sources “clar¬ 
ified” that Ekandjo was merely ex¬ 
pressing his personal opinion. 

There are no reports yet of po¬ 
lice arrests or any deportations of 
gays and lesbians from Namibia, 
but the homosexual community 
in Namibia is still nervous, as are 
many human rights activists. T

Washington and New 
York gay papers sold

■■ ollowing the 
■S fashion of cor- 
I porate media 
mergers - although 
not quite on the scale 
of AOL-Time Warner 
- Washington, D.C.- 
based Window Media 
is acquiring two 
mainstays of the gay 
press, the Washington 
Blade and the New York 
Blade News. 

The purchase, ex¬ 
pected to be finalized 
on March 30, will create 
the world’s largest les- 
bian/gay newspaper 
group, according to 
company officials. The media 
group will add about 200,000 
weekly readers to the current 
holdings which also total more 
than 200,000 weekly. 

Window Media owns its flag¬ 
ship Atlanta-based Southern Voice, 
the nation’s largest queer newspa¬ 
per, plus the Houston Voice, Eclipse 
magazine, and SOVO, a glossy 
lifestyle quarterly for Atlanta. 

The media corporation has 
been closely tied to Window 
Communications, a queer-orient¬ 
ed strategic marketing and PR 
firm which officials said closed last 
year. A number migrated to Win¬ 
dow Media. 

Company officials said the ac¬ 
quisition will bring added re¬ 
sources and clout to the gay 
media. Critics warned about the 
downside of gay media concentra¬ 
tion under a single roof and ex¬ 
pressed concern over business- 
media overlaps and the possible 
quashing of independent voices. 

Bill Dobbs, a New York-based 
lawyer and gay-rights activist, said 
the sale of the newspapers “raises 
serious questions about fewer 
people having power over gay 
media outlets.” 

In addition, Dobbs and Henry 
Scott, former president of Out 
magazine, expressed concern over 
what they see as cozy ties between 
this major gay/lesbian media out¬ 
let and public relations. 

Window Media president 
William Waybourn, in a telephone 
interview that included editorial 
director Chris Crain, told the Bay 
Area Reporter he had severed all 
ties with Window Communica¬ 
tions, a prominent gay and lesbian 
public relations and strategic mar¬ 
keting firm he had headed. 

“If the PR firm is gone, is any 
principal [at Window Media] 
doing PR work? It still raises the 
concentration issue,” Dobbs said. 

Scott said he was not overly 
concerned about debate forums, 
but was worried about “even the 
appearance” of conflict of interest. 

“We’re fortunate in New York 
to have a second gay and lesbian 
paper, Lesbian Gay New York ,” he 
said. “Competition is a good 
thing. But I am concerned about 
outlets for issues that need to be 
discussed that might otherwise 
never see the light.” 

Washington’s gay media has 
been dominated by the Blade. 

Window and window 

Crain said flatly: “Window 
Communications closed its doors 
in May 2000.” 

Nonetheless, Window Media 
shows the strong imprint of Win¬ 
dow Communications. 


Waybourn has re¬ 
tained much of Win¬ 


dow Communications’ style and 
some personnel - not to mention 
its Web site. While not linked from 
the media site, it still pops up dur¬ 
ing an online search. Window 
Communications’ site is still active 
and both share much look-and- 
feel, down to the logo and design. 

Besides Waybourn, the PR site’s 
list of managers includes Eric May. 
May, who was a senior associate at 
Window Communications, is cor¬ 
porate marketing manager at Win¬ 
dow Media. His background in 
public relations includes work for 
pharmaceutical firms and in the 
broader health field. 

Window Communications is 
listed on D.C. directory assistance; 
the number is the same as Win¬ 
dow Media’s contact number. 

Crain, both editorial director 
and COO, is taking over as edito¬ 
rial director of the four gay news¬ 
papers and Window’s other, pub¬ 
lications. Crain, an activist, jour¬ 
nalist, and former attorney, 
founded Window Media in 1997 
with Waybourn, who has played a 
major and controversial role in 
gay political activism, public rela¬ 
tions, and consulting. 

Waybourn has a long history of 
gay activism. He co-founded the 
Gay & Lesbian Victory Fund, the 
nation’s largest gay and lesbian 
political action committee, and 
was also managing director of the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation. He helped found the 
StopDrLaura.com coalition aimed 
at the homophobic radio talk 
host, whose TV program is losing 
advertisers and shrinking ever 
later into the wee hours. 

Window Communications’role 
as PR firm for United Airlines in the 
late 1990s raised hackles through¬ 
out the queer community. United 
had sued the city of San Francisco 
over its domestic partners require¬ 
ments for contracting firms, includ¬ 
ing the airline, and hired Window 
to handle PR. Window later severed 
its relationship with United. 

Crain, the editorial director, 
suggested that editorial staff 
changes would be incremental: 
“We’re not planning any changes 
initially. Of course as always when 
one business acquires another, 
there will likely be some over time.” 

One major change is the new 
role of Lisa Keen, who became ed¬ 
itor of the Washington paper in 
1983 and has been executive edi¬ 
tor of both Blade newspapers. 
“Lisa Keen is on a different status,” 
Crain said. “She will not be full¬ 
time staff, but will be chief politi¬ 
cal correspondent, working out of 
Boston. She will also be doing 
other writing projects.”

Concentration? 

Pressed about the question of 
media ownership concentration, 
Crain told the B.A.R.: “Some of the 
activists raise a valid question. I 
raised similar questions about the 
purchase of Out magazine” by Ad¬ 
vocate owner Liberation Publica¬ 
tions Inc. “Out was becoming like 
a carbon copy of the Advocate .” 

“Look,” he added. “Every pub¬ 
lication struggles with conflict of 
interest. I don’t pretend it’s all 
black and white.

Frank talk about 
sex offered online

IPirom the street corners of 
Ip Turk and Eddy to glitzy gay 
m Web sites, the Stop AIDS 
Project has moved online ... 
without forgetting its roots. 

The organization’s mission to 
provide up-to-date information 
on HIV, AIDS, and sexually 
transmitted diseases has expand¬ 
ed dramatically with its new pro¬ 
ject to reach out and inform peo¬ 
ple. 

Many are responding to the 
online effort, said Marcel Miran¬ 
da, deputy program director at 
Stop AIDS. With the help of a 
$150,000 grant from the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health’s Fund for Innovative Ini¬ 
tiatives, Stop AIDS hired Vincent 
Wright as Web outreach manag¬ 
er and got busy. They’re training 
volunteers now. 

“This work is so important,” 
Miranda told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“It’s a counterpart to the 
other types of outreach we do. 
And it’s a collaborative effort - 
we solicit input from the volun¬ 
teers; they’re our eyes and ears.” 

Under the screen name 
StopAIDSMM, Miranda joins 
sex chat rooms and waits for 
men to come to him. 

“They read the personal pro¬ 
file, and then they might start to 
ask questions,” Miranda said. 
“We respond, but only through 
private messages.” 

The dialogues are frank and 
to the point, and are drawing a 
growing audience. “We get in¬ 
quiries from all over the coun¬ 
try,” said Miranda, who is often 
found aboard AOL and is focus¬ 
ing his efforts on the major 
LGBT site Gay.com. Both the 
New York Times and the Advocate 
have run stories on the program. 

Wright said he works to avoid 
giving canned answers when he’s 
online wearing his Stop AIDS 
hat. “It’s about trust... I talk like 
I’d talk to a guy on the street.” 
Many conversations last through 
15 minutes of fast typing. 

“Prevention is so complex,” 
Wright said. “We’re starting to 
see spikes [in STDs] that show 
prevention is needed more and 
more.” 

Top queries 

Some questions recur: “We get 


a lot of queries on how safe oral 
sex is, on HIV, on rimming, on 
sex between positive and negative 
persons. Probably the most fre¬ 
quently asked topic is HIV,” 
Wright said. 

“Now there’s people asking 
about PEP (post-exposure pro¬ 
phylaxis),” a treatment that may 
help prevent HIV seroconver¬ 
sion. The treatment needs to be 
done within 72 hours of expo¬ 
sure, he added. 

The Web-based outreach pro¬ 
gram grew out of Miranda’s 
years of experience in bringing 
prevention and other education 
to high-risk populations, espe¬ 
cially those on the street. He 
worked with Polk Street hustlers 


and talked to their johns, always 
in an informational, non-judg- 
mental way. Last year he figured 
the Internet was a ripe target for 
prevention information. 

Stop AIDS has operated in 
San Francisco for 14 years, send¬ 
ing trained volunteers to places 
where gay and bisexual men 
gather, from Turk and Polk 
streets to SOMA bars and sex 
clubs. 

“We put on our gaydar, “ Mi¬ 
randa said, grinning. “Our vol¬ 
unteers have highly trained sens¬ 
es.” He noted that online chat 
rooms can be “very sexually 
charged - it’s not so different 
from doing outreach on the 
street.” 

The program started in Janu¬ 
ary with a goal of conducting 
100 interviews per week. Wright 
said currently it engages around 
60-75 men, with the numbers ex¬ 
pected to rise as volunteers com¬ 
plete their training. 

Chat and chance 

Expansion of the program 
onto the Internet came amid 


warnings from city health offi¬ 
cials that men were meeting vir¬ 
tually in chat rooms and then 
physically, often for high-risk 
sex. 

Gay.com, as reported in the 
B.A.R. last week, recently 
dropped its dedicated bareback- 
ing chat room. Company offi¬ 
cials said members were free to 
create their own rooms. 

Research presented by the 
DPH at the International AIDS 
Conference in Durban last year 
revealed how more and more 
men have turned to the Internet 
to find sex partners. Among the 
findings, said James Nguyen, di¬ 
rector of communications for 
Stop AIDs, was that gay and bi¬ 


sexual men who had been treated 
for STDs were more likely to re¬ 
port finding sexjial partners over 
the Internet. Moreover, gay and 
bi men reported higher levels of 
“sexual risk behavior,” specifical¬ 
ly receptive anal sex, with Inter¬ 
net partners, as compared to 
non-Internet partners. 

As part of their online out¬ 
reach, and also as a publicity 
method, Stop AIDS is holding a 
series of 10 cyber forums lasting 
three hours each. The goal is to 
reach a total of 300 gay and bi 
men. The first was on bareback- 
ing; other forums are planned on 
online cruising, oral sex, and 
HIV-positive communities. 

The first big publicity effort 
to kick off the online effort was 
DOT.CUM, one of two in-per¬ 
son social events during the con¬ 
tract year. Nguyen described it as 
a place where people known only 
by their screen names could meet 
in a structured, non-threatening 
environment where safe sex pro¬ 
motion messages, information, 
referrals, and free condoms and 
lubricant were available. ▼

featured speakers. 

To the treatment advocacy 
group Survive AIDS, which unan¬ 
imously rejected this proposal 
after learning about it, these plans 
were an “empty, hollow display,” 
according to member Jeff Getty. 
Survive AIDS, although invited to 
the coalition meeting, did not at¬ 
tend, instead opting to host its 
own 20-year commemoration. 

“At a time when AIDS services 
are being drastically cut, a giant 
red ribbon is a waste of money,” 
said Getty, noting that promoters, 
engineers, and many others would 
have to be hired to pull off the 
feat. “If they can raise that kind of 
money for a ribbon, why can’t 
they raise it for better services?” 

Getty also questioned the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the ribbon. 

“What do they intend to ac¬ 
complish, to get into the Guinness 
Book of World Records ?” he said. 
“Qnce they get the -attention 
they’re after, what’s the point? Is it 
to ask for money?” 


Besides, said Getty, the red rib¬ 
bon went out years ago, and to re¬ 
vive it now is insulting. 

“You can buy a red ribbon in 
any Walgreens these days. The 
money behind red ribbons hasn’t 
gone to AIDS in quite some time. 
It’s a tired icon,” he said. 

Shriver, while acknowledging 
that he was aware of complaints 
from Survive AIDS, denied that a 
red ribbon or anything that would 
cost a substantial amount of 
money was ever part of the plan. 

“That’s not true,” Shriver told 
the B.A.R. on Tuesday, March 27. 
“What is accurate is that whatever 
it is we do will be a way to visually 
remind the world that this a city 
that responded first, and that we in¬ 
tend to keep fighting. We stand at 
precipice of ending the epidemic.” 

The ribbon, said Shriver, was 
an idea that “probably came from 
someone at the table when we 
were brainstorming. I assured 
[Survive AIDS] that this was not 
what we would be doing.” 

As of March 16, however, a full 
week after the ribbon idea was in¬ 
troduced, minutes indicate that 
Shriver was scheduled to meet

their sexual choices. 

“The case created an interest¬ 
ing situation,” Cathy Renna, news 
media director at the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation, 
told the Bay Area Reporter, noting 
the opening that was created for 
LGBT people to distance them¬ 
selves from one of their own. 

From the very beginning, said 
Renna, GLAAD condemned the 
crime for what it was, and urged 
the media not to inappropriately 
focus on sexual orientation. How¬ 
ever, most of the outlets providing 
extensive coverage were conserva¬ 
tive in nature, said Renna, because 
regional child abuse cases are 
largely ignored at the national 
level. The queer communities 
therefore faced a predicament: 
they could object to being lumped 
into categories with pedophiles 
and murderers; or they could in¬ 
sist that BDSM is not inherently 
evil, and that Brown, despite his 
admissions of having rough gay 
sex with a teenager, was not neces¬ 
sarily trying to kill the kid. Most, 
of course, chose the first option. 

“The truth is, this is a crime 
that we openly condemn and that 
we find repulsive, and the two 
perpetrators should be prosecut¬ 
ed to the full extent of law,’’ said 
Renna. “At the same time I don’t 
think that we should in any way 
give any credence to the media 
that wants to use this case as a way 
to distribute misinformation 
about sexual orientation issues.” 

GLAAD, said Renna, has no 


authority to discuss or debate is¬ 
sues around what constitutes con¬ 
sent. But even organizations that 
traditionally show outrage at bi¬ 
ased SM coverage drew the line 
when it came to defending some¬ 
one who openly engaged in such 
practices with a minor. 

“We believe in safe, sane, and 
consensual activities. We do not 
think that children can consent to 
sex with adults,” Melinda 
Chateauvert, public affairs direc¬ 
tor of the National Coalition for 
Sexual Freedom, told the B.A.R. 

Chateauvert said that as teens 
become sexually active earlier, 
many states are recognizing a 
“more modern understanding of 
sexuality,” and changing their 
statutory rape laws accordingly. 
Virginia, for instance, allows a 
three-year split between a con¬ 
senting minor and an adult. 

It was the statutory rape that 
influenced NCSF not to criticize 
the coverage of Brown and Car¬ 
penter, said Chateauvert, even 
though BDSM and homosexuali¬ 
ty were consistently used to 
demonstrate how Dirkhising’s 
death was a murder. In many 
states, a death that occurs during 
the commission of another felony 
is automatically considered a 
murder punishable by the death 
penalty. 

NCSF will continue to moni¬ 
tor the right wing’s coverage of 
BDSM and LGBT communities, 
and will urge groups like GLAAD 
and other more mainstream 
queer organizations to bring sex 
back into discussions and talk 
about “what it is we do,” said 
Chateauvert.

how to maintain the firewall.” He 
said that as editor of Southern 
Voice , he disclosed Window Com¬ 
munications’ clients. 

“We’re not buying out competi¬ 
tors, in a situation where there’s no 
consumer choice. Editorially we 
can do a better job with our re¬ 
sources, with not all [publications] 
working on the same story. We’ll 
do stories on a case by case basis. 

“One thing that’s important: 
we view the editorial and op-ed 
pages as a real ‘town hall,’ the 
more provocative the better.” 

Scott, who initiated an an¬ 
titrust suit against the merger of 
PlanetOut and Gay.com earlier 
this year, warned in an interview 
that even the appearance of con¬ 


flict of interest could threaten 
open debate. 

Waybourn commented to the 
B.A.R.: “If you look at our existing 
publications, they’re not cookie 
cutters. 

“It’s just Window Media now; 
it’s been that way since last May 
when Window Communications 
closed its doors. 

“There was an unfortunate 
similarity in names, with 20-20 
hindsight. There have never been 
any connective tissues, other than 
myself, and there aren’t now.” 

Waybourn, of course, might 
make a pretty tough tendon him¬ 
self. .But he said that his sole role 
is as president of Window Media, 
where he focuses on sales and 
marketing. 

“Chris has complete editorial 
independence and integrity,” Way¬ 
bourn added. ▼ 


with Mayor Brown to iron out the 
details of the ribbon’s unveiling. 

And according to Tom Nolan 
of Project Open Hand, the ribbon 
was a serious contender even as re¬ 
cently as within the past few days. 

“We had discussed various 
ways to fund it, and had decided it 
should not come from AIDS orga¬ 
nizations but from elsewhere, and 
as far as I knew, a meeting was 
scheduled to propose it to the 
mayor,” Nolan told the B.A.R. 
“The ribbon idea certainly pro¬ 
vided a dramatic visual image. But 
once it became apparent that 
there was a controversy, I, and 
others, agreed that maybe we 
should pare it down a bit.” 

As it stands, therefore, all the 
reasons for ribbon-related secrecy 
and angst remain unclear. But ac¬ 
cording to Shriver, one thing is 
certain: marking the 20th an¬ 
niversary of AIDS will be a very 
somber event. 

“This is not something you 
mark with a lavish display,” said 
Shriver. “It will be very simple, 
very stark, and will focus on vol- 
unteerism and the way this city 
has responded to AIDS.” ▼ 


GLAAD, meanwhile, may not 
tackle why adult gay sex is good, 
but it will take on the right wing 
when it comes to child abuse issues. 

“If they’re crying out for cover¬ 
age here, where are they when it 
comes to the coverage of little girls 
raped by heterosexual men?” said 
Renna. “It’s a double standard, and 
we should be calling them on it.” 

Brown was given 25 years to 
life as a sentence for the rape. The 
jury, at first deadlocked on the 
murder charge, delivered its ver¬ 
dict last Thursday. The sentencing 
phase for the murder conviction 
has not yet concluded. T

n June 5, 1981, the Centers 
'll ;/ for Disease Control’s Mor¬ 
bidity and Mortality Weekly 
Report published what would be 
the first report on the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, based on Los Angeles cases 
of Pneumocystis pneumonia.

Don't tell what? if you are 
getting tested, refuse to 
answer questions that might 
compromise your anonymity, 
especially your date of birth 
& initials. 


Don’t ask what? if you are an hiv test counselor or street - 
outreach worker, don't ask for information that might 
compromise your client s anonymity.

stone has been the subject of dis¬ 
cussion around the country and 
observances are being planned by 
AIDS service organizations in 
every city. In my opinion, the last 
thing we need is a month of self- 
congratulatory black-tie 
galas, fundraisers for the 
AIDS bureaucracy, or 
sentimental cere¬ 
monies.” 

Tell that to a group 
of local AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations led by the 
University of California, 

San Francisco’s 
AIDS Research 
Institute along 
with the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, Shan- 
ti, the National AIDS Memorial 
Grove, Project Inform, the Stop 
AIDS Project, and others including 
the organization Cleve himself 
founded, the Names Project. 

Dubbed “Marking the Mile¬ 
stone: 20 Years of AIDS,” these 
groups are currently crafting a 
three-day event positing a theme of 
“remembrance, renewal, and 
recommitment” that has many 
AIDS activists exasperated. This 
event comes only 16 days after the 
San Francisco AIDS Candlelight 
Memorial march held annually 
since 1983. Does San Francisco 
need two memorial events held 
within a few weeks? Why haven’t the 
ARI folks reached out to the can¬ 
dlelight organizers or even consid¬ 
ered consolidating these two events? 

Individuals from several partic¬ 
ipating organizations like Project 
Open Hand and Project Inform 
have told us that although they 
have some reservations with as¬ 
pects of the program, they may 
stay in the mix for, as at least one of 
these organizations emphasized, 
these groups are not being asked to 
contribute financially since the ARI 
organizers are footing the entire 
bill. Still, this does little to relieve 
activists’ fears that the event is ei¬ 
ther a pretext to pique donor inter¬ 
est or as Cleve Jones admonishes, 
simply another “fundraiser for the 
AIDS bureaucracy.” 

There’s more to indicate that 
this event in its current form is all 
show with little substance. The 
three-day media event culminates 
with the mayor unveiling a 
GIANT RED RIBBON AROUND 
THE DOME OF CITY HALL. 
Won’t that make a pretty picture. 
Most AIDS activists have devel¬ 
oped very ambivalent feelings 
about the use of red ribbons as a 
symbol. They view red ribbons as 
symbolic of words without action 


and of the failure to recognize that 
HIV/AIDS is fundamentally as 
much a political crisis as a public 
health one. The organizers of this 
event should realize what a truly 
offensive image they are propos¬ 
ing. Has this community, your pa¬ 
tients, and our work as activists 
meant so little to you? 

The plans surrounding this an¬ 
niversary event illustrate the misdi¬ 
rected priorities of our AIDS orga¬ 
nizations. Millions of Africans are 
dying for lack of generic AIDS med¬ 
ications as the U.S. AIDS establish¬ 
ment remains largely silent about 
this global priority. One hopes that 
this silence is not related to the 
money these groups receive from 
the pharmaceutical industry. Once 
again, it is the activists who put their 
bodies on the line and in the streets 
who are successfully challenging the 
pharmaceutical lobby PHARMA 
and the U.S. government. 

Here at home, rising rates of 
treatment failure, rising rates of 
new infections, side effects being 
experienced by at least 50 
percent of people with 
HIV on medications, the 
decline of San Francisco 
General Hospital and the 
Department of Public 
Health as effective health 
care delivery insti¬ 
tutions, and peo¬ 
ple with HIV on 
disability or with 
low incomes being forced out of 
San Francisco by rising rents are 
some of the issues these ASOs 
should be up in arms about. 

There are some activists who 
believe that this event in particu¬ 
lar should be buried in a deep 
grave with the likes of Jesse Helms 
and Ronald Reagan. Others, like 
Cleve Jones, believe that any pro¬ 
posed event would fail to do what 
is really needed to' appropriately 
commemorate this anniversary 
and that: “We should cancel the 
cocktail parties and awards ban¬ 
quets and start the month of June 
in the streets of Washington, D.C. 
- screaming bloody murder.” 

This “milestone event” sorely 
sacrifices its renewal and recom¬ 
mitment themes by serving up 
show over substance. If this event 
must go on, it must do more to 
fulfill its thematic promise of re¬ 
membrance, renewal, and com¬ 
mitment. Instead of hollow media 
events, our leaders standing in 
front of City Hall, like the mayor, 
could lead by example and raise 
the issue of African medical 
apartheid to the same level the city 
once took on apartheid itself. 
They could proclaim that until the 
pharmaceutical industry with¬ 
draws its objection to South Africa 
providing generic AIDS drugs for 
its citizens as Brazil does now, the 
city will divest its investments 
from the greedy pharmaceutical 
rat pack of 39 companies who are 
placing profits over lives. Let the 
AIDS establishment and the 
mayor lead by example and pro¬ 
vide a fitting example of action to 
mark this anniversary. 

Now that’s a worthy tribute. 
Without these changes, ASOs 
should run from this event. Let us 
regain our sense of outrage, anger, 
and unwillingness to die quietly. 
Or at the very least, let’s do some¬ 
thing constructive. ▼

Arkansas sodomy law ruled 
unconstitutional; Texas law upheld

L ast Friday, March 23, a circuit 
court judge in Arkansas 
ruled that the state’s sodomy 
law is unconstitutional because it 
discriminates against gays and les¬ 
bians. The law prohibits consensu¬ 
al sexual activity between people of 
the same sex, but not between peo¬ 
ple of opposite sexes. In 1975 the 
state repealed a sodomy law that 
banned oral and anal sex between 
both same-sex and opposite-sex 
partners, but two years later adopt¬ 
ed the same-sex-only law. 

Although no one has ever been 
prosecuted under the 14-year-old 
law, seven gay men and lesbians 
challenged the statute saying that 
they feared arrest and conviction, 
with the potential related harms of 
loss of employment and child cus¬ 
tody. According to Ruth Harlow, 
legal director of the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund, 
which represented the plaintiffs, 
“The law hangs over their heads 
and treats them like second-class 
citizens.” Violation of the law car¬ 


ried a fine of $1,000 and a jail sen¬ 
tence of up to one year. 

The plaintiffs argued that the 
law violates their rights to privacy 
and equal protection under the 
law, fuels anti-gay sentiment, and 
does not achieve any important 
state interest. The state argued 
that the government did have an 
interest in criminalizing behavior 
that a majority of citizens find 
morally objectionable. 

Pulaski County Circuit Judge 
David Bogard ruled in favor of the 
plaintiffs, saying that the state did 
have a right to legislate on issues 
involving morals, but that “homo¬ 
sexuality is not only a question of 
morals.” He continued, “It is con¬ 
sistent with this state’s constitu¬ 
tion to hold that an adult’s right to 
engage in consensual and non¬ 
commercial sexual activities in the 
privacy of that adult’s home is a 
matter of intimate personal con¬ 
cern which is at the heart of the 
right to privacy in Arkansas.” 

Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
and Texas also have same-sex-only 
sodomy laws, while 13 states have 
laws that outlaw certain types of 


sexual activity between both same- 
sex and opposite-sex partners. 

A week before the Arkansas 
ruling, the 14th Circuit Court of 
Appeals voted 7-2 to uphold the 
sodomy law in Texas. The full 
court overturned a June ruling by 
three of its members that the law 
was unconstitutional because it 
prohibits sexual activity between 
same-sex partners that is permit¬ 
ted between opposite-sex part¬ 
ners. The Texas law has been in ef¬ 
fect since 1860, but activity be¬ 
tween opposite-sex partners was 
decriminalized in 1974. 

The law was challenged after 
two Texas men were arrested for 
engaging in sodomy in one part¬ 
ner’s home after police received a 
false report of an intruder. Har¬ 
low, who also argued the Texas 
case, said the men planned to ap¬ 
peal the recent ruling. According 
to Harlow, “The court’s ruling 
failed to enforce the constitution’s 
promise of equality” and allowed 
the government to “bash down 
the bedroom door” to criminalize 
consensual sex between same-sex 
partners. T

much lately. Kendell said she’s 
helping Smith with her plans to 
move out. 

Smith’s other attorney, Michael 
Cardoza, told the B.A.R. that he 
was “very pleased” with the in¬ 
dictments and he praised District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan for 
putting an experienced prosecu¬ 
tor, Assistant District Attorney Jim 
Hammer, on the case. 

The arrests of Noel and 
Knoller topped off a bizarre day in 
the case. 

In the afternoon, paramedics 
were called to the Hall of Justice 
after Knoller suffered what was 
described as a panic attack during 
her testimony before the grand 
jury. Her vital signs were checked 
but she was not taken to the hos¬ 


pital. She later told reporters that 
she was overwhelmed when she 
had to recount the attack before 
the jurors. Knoller reiterated that 
she suffered injuries as she tried to 
restrain Bane, the male dog who 
instigated the attack. She brought 
her torn clothing to the grand jury 
proceeding as evidence of her 
struggle to prevent the attack. 

Noel and Knoller told re¬ 
porters they planned to see a 
client in Chico after Knoller’s tes¬ 
timony. San Francisco police, who 
were apparently anticipating the 
indictments, followed the couple 
in an unmarked car. They were 
pulled over-for speeding in Yolo 
County, nearly 80 miles northeast 
of San Francisco, by California 
Highway Patrol officers at the re¬ 
quest of San Francisco police. 
Noel was cited and allowed to 
continue before the couple was ar¬ 
rested further north, in Corning. 


When Knoller was arrested, 
she complained of chest pains and 
was treated and released from a 
hospital before being taken by po¬ 
lice to the Tehama County jail. 

At a press conference Tuesday 
night to announce the indict¬ 
ments, Hallinan said going the 
grand jury route helped expedite 
the case by avoiding a preliminary 
trial. After the couple is arraigned, 
he said the next step would be to 
set a trial date. 

Hallinan had high praise for 
the 19 grand jury members and 
said he was confident that he 
could secure a conviction in the 
case. Hallinan was asked to re¬ 
spond to remarks by Noel that he 
would be voted out of office if he 
didn’t get a conviction on the case. 

“What can I say except that he’s 
angry at me, and he’s going to be a 
lot angrier when he goes to 
prison,” said Hallinan. ▼ 
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March 17 at Woodlawn Cemetery in 
Toledo, Iowa. A celebration of his life 
will be held in San Francisco, April 7, at 
10 a.m. at Christ Church Lutheran, 1090 
Quintara St. (between 19th and 20th 
Ave.).

Online registrations for 
the Sydney 2002 Gay Games 
have taken off with the 
first two weeks figures 
exceeding expectation. 

Gay Games VI organiz¬ 
ers have received 1,231 
registrations from 39 
countries in the first two weeks of 
registration. That’s almost 10 per¬ 
cent of potential participants. 

“The registration process is an 
important step toward the deliv¬ 
ery of the Games and these results 


are particularly welcome this 
early,” said Stuart Borrie, acting 
chief executive. 

“We are very pleased with the 
results so far, especially the diverse 
places from where people are reg¬ 
istering. It gives us a great level of 
comfort that people 
already have Gay 
Games fever. 
“Sydney is a wonderful 
place to have the Gay Games, 
a diverse and tolerant city 
with a long history of suc¬ 
cessful lesbian and gay 
events, and I think 
this is recognized out 
there.” 

It is expected that 
at least 80 percent of 
the participants will register on¬ 
line for the Games, a first for Syd¬ 
ney and the Gay Games. 

The top countries so far are the 
U.S.A. (573 registrants), Australia 
(203), the Netherlands (117), Ger¬ 


many (79), Canada (76), and New 
Zealand (36). Registrations have 
been received from such diverse 
places as Armenia, the Bahamas, 
Belarus, Brazil, India, Israel, 
Malaysia, Mexico, the Philippines, 
Puerto Rico, Slovakia, Thailand, 
Venezuela, and Zimbabwe. 

There are few surprises with 
the sports events at this stage with 
the most popular being swim¬ 
ming, track and field, and 
marathon. Team sports such as 
soccer/football and volleyball are 
expected to reach high numbers.

Sydney is also hosting a number

David Drake's ’The Night 
Larry Kramer Kissed me' 
opens at the Lumiere 

D avid Drake’s 1992 The Night Larry Kramer Kissed Me 
— sensitive viewers need not take the title seriously; 
it’s just a metaphor — made history as the longest- 
running one-man show in Off-Broadway history. It 
racked up numerous awards, including the Obie 
(Off-Broadway equivalent of the Tony) and two Drama- 
logue awards, traveled all over tarnation (including Aus¬ 
tralia and China), and received wild praise from such re¬ 
spected venues as The New York Times and The New Yorker. 
Drake, who both wrote and acted the piece, was singled out 
as a singular talent, capturing the queer Zeitgeist of the lat¬ 
ter quarter of the 20th century like no queen before him. 

Unlike most plays, this one has been granted an afterlife 
through the miracle of motion pictures. Director Tim Kirk- 
man (of Dear (esse fame) collaborated with Drake on a filmed 
version, an apparently faithful rendering of the original, leav¬ 
ened for cinematic purposes with some lighting changes and 
editing sleight-of-hand, but retaining the minimalist sets and 
unerring focus on Drake as he takes us through the childhood 
and adulthood of his alleged Everyqueen. In this version, an 
unseen audience offers scattered titters and applause. The 
movie opens Friday at the Lumiere. 

Drake begins in 1975 with his sixth birthday, which,

SFMOMA's ’Points"of Departure' 


I t used to be that art was in advance of the culture. 
Or as composer Earle Brown remarked to me, 
“The avant garde were the scouts who went out 
ahead of the troops, and if the avant garde goes 
out there and nobody follows them, you don’t 
have an avant garde.” But now the culture, especially 
the high-tech part, looks like it’s running the art. 

Though they aren’t sending out any troops, 
some museums think they’re scouting new terri¬ 
tory. San Francisco’s Museum of Modern Art cer¬ 
tainly seems to. Its current show, Points of Depar¬ 
ture: Connecting with Contemporary Art, simply 
oozes self-importance, and its curators, Janet Bish¬ 
op and John S. Weber, feel that mixing works by 
different artists in theme galleries is somehow dar¬ 
ing, like kissing on the first date. They and the 
techies who worked on the show and implement¬ 
ed its stuff — Smart Tables equipped with laptops 
displaying, you guessed it, talking heads; and mini 
hand-held PCs — believe that these “innovations” 
are giant steps in the evolution of our species. In a 
culture which craves distraction as a way of life — 
any gimmick as long as it’s the latest — this may be 
just what the doctor ordered. But information is 
just information, and not illumination. We look to 
art, or used to, for that. 

Some of the works here still provide that qual¬ 


ity, especially paintings like Jasper Johns’ vividly 
layered 0-9 (1960) and David Park’s spectacularly 
primitive Torso (1959). There are also good though 
not great examples of the New York School by 
Franz Kline and Joan Mitchell (she’s relegated to 
the wall in back of the Johns), and a mysterious 
Berkeley #23 (1955) by California’s Richard 
Diebenkorn. 

A different kind of illumination happens in re¬ 
cent works which focus on fashionable gay, lesbian, 
African-American and women’s issues. Gay ones 
are addressed by artists like Robert Gober, in drag 
as a bride in a faked New York Times; Jess’ collaged 
photos of hunks in posing straps, from physique 
mags (The Mouse’s Tale, 1951-54); Glenn Ligon’s 
1993 Narratives etchings; and maybe Andy 
Warhol’s striking and monumental silkscreen on 
canvas, National Velvet, with its iconic Liz Taylor. 

‘Mountain’s majesty 

The works of other famous American artists are 
also on view. Chuck Close’s portrait of Robert 
[Rauschenberg] (1997) is a big, declarative canvas 
which isn’t as impressive as his earlier or current 
work. But Brice Marden’s oil on linen Cold Moun¬ 
tain 6 (Bridge) (1989-91) compares favorably with

S o the Oscar got carried away 
on little Crowe’s feet, what 
else is new? The glam-

But 
it was scary when maximum 
leader Charlton Heston gave a lit¬ 
tle Sieg Heil salute from the audi¬ 
ence. And why did the set behind 
the podium look like the puzzle- 
board from Wheel of Fortune? 

As for those state-of-the-art 
satellite transmissions, we loved 
seeing 2001 author Sir Arthur C. 
Clarke beam in from his home on 
the moon; but did we really de¬ 
serve those tight close-ups from 
Down Under of the genius nos-

trils of Bob Dylan — and ain’t he 
the spittin’ image of dear departed 
Surrealist Salvador Dali these 
days? 

What if all that energy and all 
those resources were directed to¬ 
wards something important, like, 
oh let’s say ending world hunger? 
Memo to media: Hype a hunger 
project next Oscar season!

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darkness, so it was like watching a 
love duet between the Giant Bud¬ 
dhas from a remote vantage point 
in Afghanistan.

One can 
only say too much overexposure is 
never enough. 

The name game 

The New York Times 
reported last week 
that Republican Sen¬ 
ator Ben Nelson of 
Nebraska is displeased 
with the nickname that 
the Bushy-in-Chief has 
given him. In a letter to 
the Resident, Sen. 
Nelson wrote: 
“About that nick¬ 
name, Nellie.’ I’d 
like to renegotiate. How about 
something more macho, like 
‘Tiger’ or ‘Killer.’ I need to pre¬ 
serve my image.” 

Sorry, Champ, “Tiger” is al¬ 
ready taken, at least in this town, 
and we think “Killer” is unseemly 
for a senator who is backed by the 
NRA.

Table talk 

Victorian poet A.C. Swin¬ 
burne stays so long at the Cafe 
Flore that nighttime descends. 
The cars speeding by turn on their 
headlights, and the billboard over¬ 
head the cafe comes brightly lit. 
This week it is Grand Remy, a 
giant gold liquor bottle lying on 
its side and shining with kliegs. 
Swinburne ventures out to the 
sidewalk, straining to see the 
whole image. He reels from the 
sight and limps back to the bar in¬ 
side. He orders a beer. 

The poet sits inside the cafe 
building now, inside the shed built 
of corrugated metal and glass. He 
must share a table with strangers, 
and they fix their chairs so as to be 
in least sight of him. He is the 
prisoner of a crick in his neck, 
whatever gods’ revenge for his 
worship at the billboard altar. His 
neck gives play neither left nor 
right. And so he is prey of the 
company at his table. 


They are bored with each 
other; they turn to consider the 
strangely cultivated flower, sitting 
bolt upright in their midst. They 
train their appetite for entertain¬ 
ment on him, by staring not di¬ 
rectly, but all around him, the 
oblique yet penetrating glances of 
the furtively engaged. 

Swinburne is aghast. The 
cafe-sitters are appraising him — 
as if the orchids are staring back at 
the botanist! They are two pale 
women, thin as cigarettes, and a 
gaunt young man, wearing some 
amalgamation of aluminum foil 
and leather. The young man 
points his chin at Swinburne, and 
his hairdo follows. 

This famed regular is Oedipus 
California, a dandy of 30 shades 
of eye-shadow and twice as many 
attitudes. When Oedipus was 20 
years old, he moved from 
Philadelphia to the Cafe Flore. It 
was a voluntary self-commitment, 
because Oedipus had fashion but 
not yet plans. Cafe-watchers re¬ 
member Oedipus’ finest hour, 
when a lion he had shave-sculpted 
into the side of his skull flashed 
briefly as a fierce cartoon, then 
grew, shaggy and amorphous, into 
his next ’do. 

“You see that bullet-hole over 
there in the glass?” 

Swinburne, arrested by the 
youth’s forward address, obeys the 
directive and finds a coin-sized 
hole just beneath the cafe signa¬ 
ture. He jerks his head in a rough 
nod, unable to move his neck. 

“That’s from the night they fi¬ 
nally got Art Brut,” says Oedipus, 
and his eyes draw closed beneath 
their make-up. “USA, CIA, FBI, 
IRS all rolled up into one ball. Old 
Art was talking the truth too much 
of the time, you get the picture?” 

Swinburne tosses his red mane 
with a painful jolt of the neck. 
This harlequin’s words have 
stirred the poetry within him. 
“Behold now, surely somewhere 
there is death,” he extemporizes. 
“For each man hath some space of 
years. A little space of time ere 
time expires, a little day, a little 
way of breath.” 

“You’re dead right, no future,” 
says California. His eyes reappear 
from under their lids, to study the 
poet.

The Oresteia trilogy continues in Berkeley

|f|| erkeley Rep no doubt real- 
■&f'k izes that the best way to see 
iWP the two halves of its Oresteia 
is in one large dose, and it has set 
up several ways to make this hap¬ 
pen. Unfortunately, most theater¬ 
goers attending the debut attrac¬ 
tion in the new Roda Theatre will 
probably find it either too daunt¬ 
ing or too inconvenient to take in 
the entire work in a single session. 
But what directors Tony Taccone 
and Stephen Wadsworth have cre¬ 
ated is an organic entity, and a 
considerable achievement, that re¬ 
ally shouldn’t be sliced into dis¬ 
tant parts. 

First-nighters had no choice 
but to wait out a week-long inter¬ 
mission after Agamemnon, before 
the combined production of The 
Libation Bearers and The Eu- 
menides arrived to put the slow- 
starting and curiously unadorned 
Agamemnon into a more favorable 
context. Those who not unreason¬ 
ably opted out of continuing with 
the trilogy after Agamemnon are 
squandering their investment by 
not taking the entire ride that the 
directors have constructed 
through Aeschylus’ 2,500-year-old 
pioneering drama. 

The second half of this ambi¬ 
tious enterprise certainly provides 
set designer Christopher Barreca a 
better chance to show off the 
scenic possibilities of the new the¬ 
ater, with the grim fortress of his 
Agamemnon set becoming one 
piece in a visual mosaic that even-

rectors have devised for their pro¬ 
duction. 

Yes, it’s a major commitment 
of time and money to take in both 
halves of this production of The 
Oresteia, but the experience really 
only begins to make sense in its 
entirety.

tually achieves applause-provok¬ 
ing splendor. The elaborate set 
changes happen smoothly and 
silently on the expansive stage. 

The emotions also grow to 
epic-sized proportions as Orestes 
and his sister Electra plot to kill 
their mother Clytaemnestra and 
her lover Aegisthus for the murder 
of their father Agamemnon. They 
further build as Orestes faces the 
wrath of the Furies, avenging 
deities who find their case for ma¬ 
tricide compromised by Orestes’ 
claim that he was doing the bid¬ 
ding of the god Apollo. 

The high intensity of Duane 
Boutt^’s performance as Orestes 
and the maniacal passions of the 
Furies led by the riveting Sharon 


Lockwood — so fully wrought in 
this production — take an unex¬ 
pected turn with the arrival of 
Michelle Morain’s slightly goofy 
Athena, the goddess summoned 
to resolve Orestes’ fate. Who knew 
there was comedy lurking in 
Greek tragedy? 

This final segment, famous for 
its first depiction of a trial by jury, 
perhaps overdoes the popular ap¬ 
proach, even employing volun¬ 
teers from the audience to become 
part of the tribunal. But if it min¬ 
imizes the import of what has 
come before it, the audience finds 
relief in the levity, and this lighter 
tone is part of the arc that the di-

ing her wings, warming up and 
taking risks, all of which serve her 
and her material well. She’s obvi¬ 
ously partial to the lyrics of Gus 
Kahn, offering a rambunctious 
rendition of “My Baby Just Cares 
for Me,” as well as a heartfelt “Time 
after Time” and a commanding 
“Love Me or Leave Me.”

Sporty Spice no more 

Melanie C to play clubdate at Bimbo's

M elanie C, the artist former¬ 
ly known as Sporty Spice, 
will perform at Bimbo’s 
on April 3. The San Francisco date 
is part of a short North American 
small-venue tour, her first North 
American tour beyond one-off 
showcase gigs. Melanie C will be 
performing material from her first 
solo album. 

Who is Melanie C? She was al¬ 
ways the tough, quiet Spice, the 
dyke icon who could belt. She was 
the last of the Spices to get her own 
magazine cover, but when it came, 
on London fashion magazine i-D 
in early 1999, one sensed that only 
the surface of her iconic potential 
had yet been scratched. In the en¬ 
suing spread, she bound her chest 
and showed off her lower back 
muscles. In Q magazine a few 
months later, she claimed that the 
Spice Girls would henceforth be 
no more than her “hobby.” 

That was before Mel hit it big 
as a solo entertainer. Her debut 
album Northern Star-was released 
in the fall of 1999. Though US 
glossies appeared interested at the 
time ( Interview picked up on 
Northern Stars pre-release buzz 
and featured Mel C in a vaguely 
pornographic two-page shot), 
Virgin seemed to abandon pro¬ 
motional efforts in North Ameri¬ 
ca. As a result, Melanie C is fairly' 
unknown in the US as a solo star. 

In fact, Virgin didn’t even re¬ 
lease a commercial single from the 
album in the US until a few weeks 
ago, deciding belatedly to cash in 
on the surprise clubland success of 
a remixed track from Northern 
Star, “I Turn to You.” 

Free from Spice 

On Northern Star, freed from 
Spicestyle harmonizing, Melanie 
C luxuriates in her own powerful 
voice, supported by pristine pro¬ 
duction and hooks of her own de¬ 
sign. Even stodgy US rock critics 
recognized the album’s caliber,

giving it decent reviews. Slowly, 
the album took off, spawning sev¬ 
eral single releases. Two of those 
singles, “Never Be the Same 
Again” (featuring TLC’s Lisa “Left- 
Eye” Lopes with a mid-song rap) 
and “I Turn to You,” were massive 
hits worldwide. 

Northern Star is a diverse col¬ 
lection of songs. Its eclecticism is 
both a strength and a weakness. 
Mel C worked with a mess of co¬ 
writers and producers, and ended 
up with an album that didn’t 
sound like the Spice Girls, but did¬ 
n’t really have a sound of its own: 
a slice of Garbage here; a vague 
nod to Roxette there; something 
approximating the Cardigans in 
another place. 

Those hoping for a more de¬ 
finitive idiomatic direction will be 
disappointed by Mel C’s future 
plans. During a recent tour of 
Asia, Mel spoke at a press confer¬ 
ence in Malaysia about her second 
solo effort: “I am a lover of vari¬ 
ous types of music, and I like try¬ 
ing different types of music, and I 


like trying different vocal styles. 
[The next album] will probably be 
similar to my album now, but it 
will have a braver style.” 

The Spice Girls are still, in¬ 
evitably, part of the story. On 
March 9, Mel C told Reuters that 
she doesn’t “intend to do any more 
work with the Spice Girls. It does¬ 
n’t really feel that natural to me any 
more.” The next day, she recanted 
on a live British television show, 
though a probably more accurate 
revelation came on March 20, dur¬ 
ing an interview in Moscow: 

“Everybody grows. When I was 
Sporty Spice, I felt like a kid, and 
now I feel [like] an adult.” 

Whatever the case, the Spice 
Girls phenomenon and the singer 
known as Sporty Spice are gone. 
Meet Talented Post-Spice. She’s 
27. She doesn’t have a doll named 
after her anymore, but she is 
building an oeuvre all her own. T

|p|| o any of you remember Sa¬ 
fi m cred Grove on Mt. Tamalpais, 
'Wm? that balletic paean to sex, 
drugs and rock ’n’ roll by the Joffrey 
Ballet’s Gerald Arpino? It 
unashamedly co-opted all the worst 
attitudes of the ’60s: free love (the 
price was STDs, including AIDS), 
happy highs (before half our 
friends ODed or ended up with 
fried brains, and before we knew 
anything about vicious Colombian 
drug cartels), and really awful “eth¬ 
nic” music symbolizing one world, 
love and brotherhood (plus what¬ 
ever money could be made out of 
exploiting genuine ethnic artists). 

Paul Taylor’s new Fiends Angeli¬ 
cal, which debuted during the Paul 
Taylor Dance Company’s two-week 
stint at Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts, reminds me of the rancid Sa¬ 
cred Grove in lots of unwholesome 
ways. Taylor’s seemingly cynical 
employment of a dated score by 
George Crumb (“Black Angels,” 
played on tape by the always-hus¬ 
tling Kronos Quartet), and the 
“aboriginal” look of the costumes 
and red fright wigs gave Fiends an 
unearned hippie-ethnic aura. 

The scenario is pure anthropo¬ 
logical bunkum. Goddess Silvia 
Nevjinsky (only one of two major 
Taylor women — Lisa Viola is the 
other — who doesn’t look like she 
just finished milking cows in Min¬ 
nesota) presides over a tribe of 
primitives, one couple of which 
strangle each other during brief 
but violent sex. Goddess and tribe 
pray, boogie and supplicate, and 
ta-da! Love couple comes back to 
life. Civilization (or organized re¬ 
ligion) triumphs; the human race 
will continue. O frabjous day! 

I must say that I liked this non¬ 
sense better than Dandelion Wine, 
the anodyne piece that preceded 
Fiends and may be Taylor’s expia¬ 
tion for creating the /aux-ugly 
Fiends in the first place. Thing is, I 
didn’t think Fiends was ugly — 
after all, it entertains sex, if not 
rock ’n’ roll or drugs — just obvi¬ 
ous and old-hat. It was mostly 
about Santo Loquasto’s costumes, 
as was Cascade, another local pre¬ 
miere that opened the first pro¬ 
gram. Both sets of costumes — 
glittery and heavily decorated, in 
dark, sensuous colors — looked as 
if they had come from the same 
paint box and fabric roll. 

The only problem with Cas¬ 
cade's sumptuous costumes was 
that they looked Renaissance, 
while the music was Baroque, 
bleeding chunks of keyboard con- 
certi by J.S. Bach. The music for 
Dandelion was also Baroque, Lo- 
catelli’s Violin Concerto no. 2. 
Both were hideously amplified. 
You simply cannot do that to 
Baroque music — especially on 
period instruments — without 
giving the listener the idea he is at¬ 
tending a bad rave party with a 
tone-deaf DJ at the controls. 

Muscle tease 

Since Dandelion Wine was to¬ 
tally insipid choreographically, it 
didn’t matter that Loquasto’s cos¬ 
tumes — pastel muscle shirts with 
contrasting collars and belts for 
the boys — were out of some real¬ 
ly bad Beach Blanket flick. In 
Fiends, you couldn’t tell who was 
who because of all that makeup 
and the group-think movement, 
but in Cascade there appeared two 
memorable Taylor moments that 
made up for much choreography 
“by the yard.” Lisa Viola, the com-

pany’s steadiest, most volatile 
dancer (no, that is not a contradic¬ 
tion; she does both), had a fizzing, 
violent yet utterly musical solo, 
while Patrick Corbin and Maureen 
Mansfield did one of those com¬ 
plicated but soul-satisfying duets 
(no sex, please, we’re dancers) that 
have always endeared Taylor to his 
audiences and to his performers. 

Taylor has never managed to 
replace his two handsome hunks, 
Christopher Gillis (a casualty of 
AIDS) and David Parsons 
(formed his own company). 
PTDC has some new men with 
solid, meaty bodies, but not the 
genuine beauties that Gillis and 
Parsons were. As a result, the pug¬ 
nacious Corbin is overworked 
(and sometimes miscast) as a ro¬ 
mantic lead, while newish guys 
like Orion Duckstein (is that a 
pseudonym?) and Robert 
Kleinendorf (he’s the one with the 
mullet hairdo) are fast and re¬ 
sponsive but lack stage presence 
and sexual charisma. 

I was also shocked that Big 
Bertha, which I first saw nearly 30 
years ago with Bettie de Jong as 
the world’s grossest dominatrix, 
seemed so tepid this time around. 
Yes, I’m sure it still shocks ’em in 
San Jose and in the Midwest, 
where nobody has ever heard of 
incest, rape or murder except on 
Jerry Springer or Jenny Jones, but I 
found it shockingly uninsightful. 
At least the music — band-ma¬ 
chine versions of “Take Me Out to 
the Ballgame” and other mid-cen¬ 
tury effluvia from the St. Louis 
Melody Museum — was supposed 
to sound garishly amplified. 

From the two programs I saw, 
the piece that provided the most 
pleasure was the 1987 Syzygy, to a 
rocking synth score by Donald 
York that had nothing on its 
empty mind but propelling 13 su¬ 
perbly-conditioned dancers 
through 20 minutes of kinetic 
hell. I had a stiff neck and a Char¬ 
lie horse by the time it was over, 
and I was just watching. The 
dancers, including super-dynamo 
Viola and the ageless Richard 
Chen See, spun, ran, fell, twisted, 
jumped and all but spit up their 
guts for our pleasure. 


If that is the sum of the newish 
Paul Taylor choreography — en¬ 
ergy rather than insight — it’s 
okay with me.

tephanie Brill knows about 
: y family values. As a practicing 
midwife, the partnered les¬ 
bian mother of two, and co¬ 
founder of Berkeley-based Maia 
Midwifery and Preconception Ser¬ 
vices, Brill has spent the better part 
of 10 years helping families begin. 
This month Brill makes her debut 
as an author, with the publication 
of The Queer Parent’s Primer: A 
Lesbian and Gay Families’ Guide to 
Navigating the Straight World 
(New Harbinger Publications). 

In recent years, the issue of 
queer parenting has emerged from 
the shadows and taken its place on 


the cultural and political main 
stage. Brill has enjoyed a unique 
vantage, in both her private and 
professional life, to a special kind 
of revolution — one which, 
household by household, is chang¬ 
ing the way people think about 
family and home. After nearly a 
decade of working with queer par¬ 
ents and families here in the Bay 
Area, she says, “I wanted to be able 
to share that [experience] with 
parents all over the country.” 

Brill began her career as a mid¬ 
wife in 1992, and shortly there¬ 
after she began to see a need for 
additional services among the les¬ 
bian and bisexual community.

J ' hile the big news about 
Igfljf The Tailor of Panama 
if H should be that the im¬ 
peccably styled Pierce Brosnan is 
poking fun at himself by playing a 
cynical, rotten, ruthless British se¬ 
cret agent, totally the opposite of 
the role he plays in the Bond films, 
the biggest story behind the movie 
is that it co-stars Daniel Radcliffe 
as Mark, Harry “The Tailor” (Ge¬ 
offrey Rush) and Louisa’s (Jamie 
Lee Curtis) son. Who is Daniel 
Radcliffe, you ask? 

“The lad,” said Brosnan, “will 
be much more famous than me 
and 007 when his film opens on 
Thanksgiving, I’m sure.” Rad- 
cliffe’s holiday film is Harry Potter 
and the Sorcerer’s Stone, the most 
anticipated movie since Star Wars: 
Episode One. Radcliffe plays Harry 
Potter. 


that was made famous the world 
over by the Bond films? “You bet,” 
he laughed. “I like my martinis 
shaken because stirring bruises 
the.alcohol. I have no idea of the 
physics of it, but I heard it from 
someone who knows about those 
things, and I believe it.” 

During the course of filming 
the movie in Panama, Brosnan 
had a memorable encounter. “I 
was at the airport one day, and the 
President of Panama was there 
with a retinue of people. I had a 
dreadful hangover, because the 
night before was when we had 
shot the gay disco scene. Here I 
am feeling like crap and meeting 
the woman who could potentially 
tell the crew to get the hell out of 
her country if she wanted to. I 
spoke to her and tried to be as po¬ 
lite as possible so as not to ruin the 
deal the studio had with her coun¬ 
try for filming there.” 

There were a lot of security 
measures taken so that no one in¬ 
volved with the filming was kid¬ 
napped. “The people are all trying 
to survive in a hard political cli¬ 
mate in a country that was torn 
apart by the United States. I felt 
very safe there, though.” ■ 

Family life 

Two days after the BAR inter¬ 
viewed the 49-year-old Brosnan, his 
fiance Keely had their second child 
together, a son. “We plan on mar¬ 
rying this year, too. We would have 
last year, but my older son got into 
a terrible, near-fatal accident last 


year, and we postponed the mar¬ 
riage. He is doing very well now, 
though.” Brosnan, who has had his 
share of tragedies, lost his first wife 
to cancer nearly a decade ago. 

While Brosnan is under con¬ 
tract to play in two more Bond 
films, his next big role is that of 
taking the United States citizen¬ 
ship test. “I love the United States,” 
he says. “I have two American 
sons, and this country has em¬ 
braced me. I look forward to 
being able to become part of it, of¬ 
ficially.” Brosnan, who grew up in 
County Meath, Ireland, and who 
worked as a circus fire-eater and 
London cabdriver before finding 
his way to acting, arrived in the 
United States in the early ’80s to 
star as TV’s Remington Steele. He 
will keep his Irish citizenship as 
well. His favorite place to vaca¬ 
tion? “Bora Bora, without a doubt. 
I was taken there by Keely a num¬ 
ber of years ago. So for our rela¬ 
tionship it has great meaning.” 

What will become of James 
Bond after Brosnan fulfills his 
contract? “Well, I doubt I will do 
anymore. The studio wants a new 
one pumped out every 18 months, 
and that schedule is too much for 
me. I am not getting any younger, 
that’s for sure. 

“Hmmm,” he pondered. “Per¬ 
haps a Jamie Bond? A woman 
Bond?” ▼

For now, Pierce Brosnan will 
revel in his success, albeit humbly, 
and enjoys having been able to 
“trash the Bond-heroic secret 
agent with my role in The Tailor of 
Panama. 

“It didn’t become apparent to 
me until I got into the belly of the 
beast, if you will,” said Brosnan, 
“that the character I play is so 
damn evil. I initially signed onto 
the film not because of the char¬ 
acter, but, because John Boorman 
was directing. When I read the 
book, and then the script, I 
thought it was ‘the Tailor’ that 
they wanted me for, because in the 
book, the character I play is about 
20 years younger than me.” 

Academy Award-winner Geof¬ 
frey Rush (Shine) plays the crazed, 
in-debt-over-his-head, Cockney 
ex-con “Tailor.” Rush’s character 
has reinvented himself as a popu¬ 
lar tailor to the rich and powerful 
of his country. He is famous for 


his storytelling as well as his suits. 
Brosnan’s spy, Osnard, tries to 
outwit him. The story turns from 
drama to farce as Harry’s stories 
spin out of control and inadver¬ 
tently set off a chain of events that 
threatens Panama. 

“When I met David Cornwell 
aka John le Carre, who wrote the 
novel, we spent an afternoon try¬ 
ing to fill in 20 years of my char¬ 
acter’s life, but still keeping some 
of the ingredients that were with 
him in the book. He is such a 
swine. Such a shit really, no matter 
the age. He only has his own in¬ 
tentions at heart,” Brosnan ex¬ 
plained recently at the Four Sea¬ 
sons Hotel in Beverly Hills. 

Brosnan is nothing like the 
character he plays in Tailor, but 
they both have style. “I think style 
is having confidence and liking 
one’s self,” he said. “As we all 
know, when you feel good about 
yourself, it doesn’t matter what 
you put on. If you feel strong, then 
you can wear anything. I think 
style comes from confidence; it 
comes from a joy of life. You don’t 
need to have money to have style.” 

Out in Panama 

The multiple Academy Award- 
nominated director John Boor¬ 
man ( Deliverance, Hope and 
Glory ) “played with the script a 
lot, too,” said Brosnan. “He is the 
one who decided to bring in the 
gay bar scene. Here we have Geof¬ 
frey Rush’s character, ‘the Tailor,’ 
who is so easily embarrassed, 
dragged by my character to a gay 
bar for a night. It almost kills him. 
But that is what my Osnard does 
best, getting under people’s skin. 
All the while, though he is an un¬ 
pleasant fellow, my character is 
likable. The audience seems to 
want to root for him.” 

Brosnan described the scene 
that took all night to film in one 
of Panama’s gay nightclubs. “We 
were out all night with what 
seemed like all the gays in Pana¬ 
ma, and they certainly know how 
to have a great time. I even had a 
lot of fun dancing cheek to cheek 
with Geoffrey Rush. But I think he 
had a little more fun than I did. 
He is quoted somewhere as saying 
it was the highlight of his year.”

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A boy’s own story 

Edith Forbes''Navigating the Darwin Straits' returns to Kilgore

IP® dith Forbes is a novelist of 
|P astonishing skill. Her first 
SIS novel, A/raa Rose (Seal, 
$12.95), explored the life of Pat 
Lloyd, a seemingly ordinary 
woman in a small Texas town 
whose life is forever changed 
when a truck driver named Alma 
Rose passes through Kilgore. 
Don’t think for a mo¬ 
ment that Alma Rose 
was a typical dyke- 
meets-dyke ro¬ 
mance, or trite 
coming-out story. 

Alma Rose was 
filled with rich¬ 
ness of character 
and language and plot. Had it 
been the culminating novel of a 
lifetime of writing, it would have 
been impressive, but for a first 
novel, it was spectacular. 

Forbes’ second novel, Nowle’s 
Passing (Seal, $12), was the tale of 
three siblings who must face the 
horror of their father’s suicide, 
and worse. Again, Forbes’ use of 
language was breathtaking, her 
characters unforgettable. With 
Exit to Reality (Seal, $12), Forbes 
took science fiction for her genre, 
and raised compelling questions 
about life and death, and whether 
the former matters when the lat¬ 
ter no longer exists. The news of a 
fourth Edith Forbes novel is of no 


small moment for those of us who 
live to read. Navigating the Darwin 
Straits (Seal, $13.95) is a worthy 
addition to this noble line; it is an 
absolutely wonderful novel. 

Forbes returns to Kilgore, but 
this is no sequel. She chooses this 
time to tell the story of Jordy Mc¬ 
Neil, a young man readers of Aim# 
Rose will remember as the boy 
who was attacked by Pat’s 
dog. This time, 
though, we hear 
that story told by 
Jordy, and his under¬ 
standing and percep¬ 
tions of the event differ 
markedly from 
Pat’s reporting of 
the same tale. 
Jordy’s mother 
was born in Kilgore, but fled when 
her parents were less than thrilled 
about her being a lesbian. Raising 
Jordy as a single mom, the after¬ 
effect of a last attempt to convert 
to heterosexuality, Donna deter¬ 
mines the one clear way to deal 
with being broke all the time, 
something that Jordy has no trou¬ 
ble explaining: “The rule that had 
governed our lives was short and 
definite: ‘We can live without it.’ In 
five words, my mother dispensed 
with every buyable object in exis¬ 
tence, unless it was immediately 
required for physical survival.” You 
may well imagine Jordy’s dismay 
when steady, stable Donna an¬ 
nounces that she’s had it with

model that is out there is hetero- 
sexually based,” Brill says. She had 
encountered “many women want¬ 
ing to be parents,” but, lacking 
medical or emotional support, gay 
and bisexual women often found 
the process isolating, and preg¬ 
nancy itself difficult to achieve. 

“I wanted to focus on the emo¬ 
tional, psycho-sexual and medical 
fertility issues that were prevent¬ 
ing lesbians from getting preg¬ 
nant,” she says. In addition to the 
midwifery practice, Maia Precon¬ 
ception Services now range from 
initial consultation to drafting 
contracts with donors, to child¬ 
birth education classes, as well as 
insemination services. 

In her capacity as midwife, 
consultant and lecturer, Brill esti¬ 
mates she has worked with “thou¬ 
sands” of families. It seemed only 
natural to collect her experience 
in book form. 

“The book was in me,” Brill ex¬ 
plains. “Part of it is because I’m a 
really driven person. And I’m a so¬ 
cial activist also,” she says. 

Through her work, Brill says, 
“I’ve been able to participate in the 
experience of so many other queer 
parents. I wanted to be able to 
share that with our heterosexual 
friends and family, who’d gain an 
insight into what our lives are like.” 

California freedom 

Brill’s own family includes 
partner Colleen and two daugh¬ 
ters, Gi (10) and Namaya (two), 
plus another addition due this 
May. “I always knew I wanted to 
be a parent,” she says, and growing 
up in Berkeley gave her the free¬ 
dom to imagine her life this way. 
“I didn’t have that internal homo¬ 
phobia to overcome,” she says. “It 
just wasn’t talked about.” 

For her writing of Queer Par¬ 
ent’s Primer, Brill conducted inter¬ 
views with queer parents all over 


the US (“I did a lot through word 
of mouth and networking, 
through the Internet, and through 
gay and lesbian organizations 
around the country,” she says), and 
her efforts at inclusiveness have 
clearly paid off. Brill’s book recog¬ 
nizes the many ways gay men and 
women may come to parenting — 
from divorce to dating a parent to 
actual insemination — and seems 
to have advice or anecdotes for 
every possible arrangement. 

“It was really important to me 
to cover a diverse group of fami¬ 
lies,” she says, not just geographi¬ 
cally but racially and economical¬ 
ly as well, “so that I would get a 
true reflection of what was going 
on.” While it’s natural for Bay Area 
gays and lesbians to assume an ad¬ 
vantage in raising kids here, Brill 
admits she was “very pleasantly 
surprised to discover that gay par¬ 
ents all over the country, and their 
kids, felt like they were having 
wonderful lives.” 

Her book tackles the myriad 
concerns a prospective queer par¬ 
ent may face, from the naming of 
two moms or dads, to dealing with 
difficult in-laws or extended fam¬ 
ily, working with school adminis¬ 
trations, and finding gay-friendly 
day care. Among the most com¬ 
monly voiced concerns Brill says 
she hears are: “‘Is it fair to our chil¬ 
dren? What kind of ostracism will 
they face? How will my family ac¬ 
cept it? And my community? Will 
we be accepted as a valid family?’ 
Along with, ‘Can I be that out?”’ 

She writes candidly about the 
ways becoming a parent can affect 
your sense of self — both as a gay 
man or lesbian, and as an individ¬ 
ual in the wider world. More than 
most, queer parents may find 
themselves treading a delicate line 
between the personal and the po¬ 
litical, simply by being themselves. 
As Brill writes in her introduction: 
“The ignorance you will en¬ 
counter on your child-rearing 
path, how you respond to such ig¬ 
norance, and the manner in which

you teach your children and oth¬ 
ers are political. Yet parenting is 
practical; it is an integral part of 
our day-to-day lives.” 

Obstacle course 

While never ignoring the obsta¬ 
cles gay parents may face, Brill is 
steadfastly positive in her presenta¬ 
tion. She says she’s learned from 
experience that trouble “always 
equalizes out, for the most part, 
and when it doesn’t, you just re¬ 
move your kids from those situa¬ 


tions and find healthier situations.” 

She offers plenty of practical 
advice, but in the end Brill’s book 
is less prescriptive than provoca¬ 
tive, encouraging readers to re-ex¬ 
amine our own beliefs, our con¬ 
ception of what a family should 
be. Each chapter concludes with 
an exercise to be done alone or 
with a partner, along with a series 
of questions. (What, in your mind, 
constitutes a family? What are 
your hopes and fears for a child of

green, and trees everywhere block¬ 
ing the view, and insists that they 
must leave Portland and return to 
the wide-open spaces of her 
hometown, Kilgore. Of course, to 
Jordy, the land looks scorched 
clean, something he’s convinced 
could have been caused by his 
grandmother’s penetrating glare. 

Navigating the Darwin Straits 
is told by Jordy, but this is not only 
his story; it is the story of Donna 
and Pat, a love story that will bring 
happy tears, and of all the re¬ 
markable people he meets on his 
journey to himself. Consider 
Reba, his first real friend in Kil¬ 
gore, who refused “to clutter up 
her brain with information she 
would never need, such as algebra. 


She said that Alzheimer’s disease 
was caused by information over¬ 
load. ... In her view, it was never 
too early to start a prevention pro¬ 
gram.” Reba is the first of many 
lesbians with whom Jordy will fall 
in love, and each falling is told 
with simplicity and anguish. 

Forbes uses language with extra¬ 
ordinary delicacy, and captures the 
linguistic variants of her individual 
characters with remarkable skill. 
Her characters are vivid, important, 
and unforgettable. She uses humor 
deftly, and pathos with a sure hand. 
Navigating the Darwin Straits is a 
moving narrative, one which takes 
its hero, and its readers, on a stun¬ 
ning journey. Don’t miss it.

high concept- 
low budget 

F [ undreds of submissions from around the world were nar- 
■V rowed down to just 20 films for screening at this year’s hi/1o 
1 I film festival, which happens this weekend at Victoria The¬ 
atre in the Mission. The festival, fast becoming a major West Coast 
showcase for independent low-budget film makers, is the stepchild 
of Marc Vogl and Brian L Perkins of the San Francisco production 
company and comedy collective Killing My Lobster, known hereto¬ 
fore mainly for their theatrical antics. 

While there’s nothing particularly queer about the film fest, 
edginess abounds, always a plus with art fags. In Program I this 
weekend (Fri. 8pm & Sat. 10pm), we have, among 10 intriguing of¬ 
ferings, a 22-min. digital video by Jeff gove, Monster Business , doc¬ 
umenting the contradictory American Dream as lived by one man 
and his monster truck, and an 8-min. 16mm piece, Dear XXX by 
Daniel Cavey, about one man in his house with his records: “Tech¬ 
nically speaking he feels fine, but if the lighting and soundtrack to 
his life are any clue, maybe we shouldn’t be so sure.” 

Add to that Les LeVeque’s 4 Vertigo, and you have a truly strange 
melange: “If you crammed Alfred Hitchcock into a -kaleidoscope 
and sped up the space-time continuum, this is what you might get. 
Intense. Challenging. Possibly sickening.” 

In Program II (Sat. 8pm & Sun. 8pm), we get Hospital Food by 
by UK filmmaker Joe Tunmer (35mm; 6 min.), “an elegant and 
heartbreaking chronicle of life and death as told by one family 
using one phone in one hallway,” and, at 24 minutes the longest 
entry in the fest, ID Citizen by Venezuelan filmmaker Diego Velas¬ 
co, which “follows one long-haired kid as he tries to negotiate his 
nation’s bureaucracy and avoid the draft; along the way he buys a 
hot dog, meets a girl, and hangs on to his principles.” 

The nature of the works submitted generally conforms to the 
“high-concept” ideals of the Killing My Lobster crew, who sought 
out low-budget flicks “that seek and achieve originality in the face 
of increasing industrial standardization in the movie business.” The 
Lobsters say they “privilege ideas and creativity over imitation and 
slickness.” 

If those are not exactly novel goals, they’re nevertheless a good 
yardstick by which to measure film entries, and if past hi/lo film 
fests are any indication, enthusiasm for the current crop of film and 
video fare will ride as high as the Lobsters on horseback. T

M lthough I tried, I just could- 
jyi n’t commit to The Sopranos 
mm this year. It’s a revenger’s 
tale, after all, and I’m not a blood¬ 
thirsty person. All that plotting is 
so wearisome. And I had a num¬ 
ber of glossy videos from Studio 
2000 to watch, even though I also 
find their frequent insistence on 
plot tedious. They film better- 
than-average sex, but dull it with 
soggy music, antiseptically bright 
lighting (which is better than bad 
lighting, but still isn’t good), and 
overwrought plotting. All these 
things, but most especially plot, 
stifle the spontaneity of the sex 
act, distancing the performers 
from the naturalness they need to 
bring to sex. Studio 2000 aims at 
mainstream, but too often that 
means an even tamer middle of 
the road. I just wish the company 
had more brio. 

One thing I like about the com¬ 
pany is the way they enjoy flip¬ 
flopping their tops and bottoms. 
Versatility is progressive, as well as 
stimulating. It’s a fillip that en¬ 
livens Head Strong, a video which 
otherwise nearly drowns in plot 
scenes of five-minute duration. As 
the script wrestles performers into 
submission with its dreary tale of 
an anguished writer, we hear 
“I’m a writer. It’s who I am, 
it’s what I do,” in not one, 
but two scenes. 

Cast members Spike 
and Jackson Price fare 
very well — theirs is the 
kind of scene you pay 
your money for. Imagine 
going 
through 
life with a 
cock like 
Spike’s, an obelisk towering from 
your groin. It’s a real Hall of 
Famer. Price, a marvelously alert 
partner, realizes his obligation, 
and plays welcome host to it. 

Steve O’Donnell and Christo¬ 
pher Scott begin their scene rous- 
ingly, but things strangely falter 
when Spike is added. It’s the first 
time I’ve seen Spike have difficul¬ 
ty staying hard. Perhaps it was the 
layering of plot — he’s a fictional 
character having sex with his cre¬ 
ators — and perhaps a good duo 
just didn’t need a third. Fortu¬ 
nately, the video’s finale picks up 
again, with Tommy Lord and 
butch-tyke Dylan Reece flip-flop¬ 
ping enthusiastically. I think this 
is the first time I’ve seen Reece 
top, and I hope it’s not the last. 
The little bottom’s a swell fucker, 
pushing the jiz right outa Tommy. 

Fine V dandy 

The Hot Spot is the most suc¬ 


cessful of the company’s recent 
videos, and the reason is most 
likely that the plot gets out of the 
performer’s way. The video is set 
in the already sexualized atmos¬ 
phere of a bar, where the staff and 
patrons can easily get what 
they — and we — so 
badly want. The de¬ 
lights here begin with 
Richie Fine, a 
, nymphet with a 
broad slab of cock 
who indulges us with 
a lot of lickin’ and pokin’ 
and “I’ll 
gaze deep 
in your 
eyes as I 
run my tongue around the head of 
your cock” kind of stuff. It’s fun to 
see Fine jab his fattie into Valley 
boy Brad Benton, and more fun 
when he impales himself on the 
boy’s cock and strokes up a 
hurtling load of teenjiz. 

Several subsequent scenes 
work as well. Adam Winters re¬ 
veals a pert little beige hole, which 
trashy Anthony Cox caresses copi¬ 
ously with both tongue and digit 
before filling with a member rigid. 
The finale stars newcomer Dean 
Markham, who’s a handsome 
leading man with a hulking lead¬ 
ing cock; definitely top billing 
here. The rumpy Alex Martinez 
gets quite effectively pronged, be¬ 
fore, as we’ve come to expect from 
Studio 2000, he tops the svelte 
Markham. The Hot Spot is a pret¬ 
ty likable movie, effective directly 
in proportion to the succinctness 
of a plot hook that lets the cast, 
with little interference, do what 


they do best. Even the music is 
more appropriately moody in this 
one. 

Wet and Wild is a similarly 
compact venture, capturing the 
surging energy and urgent hard- 
ons of its early-20something cast 
of prime bodies in a series of hot 
tub and poolside settings. The 
movie’s find is Matt Majors, a lean 
kid with a cunning gaze and a 
horse’s elongated prong. It’s so 
long that the head of it sticks into 
his mouth when he’s rocked back 
on his shoulders, his knees plant¬ 
ed next to his ears as his gaping 
asshole is slathered up. Majors 
also knows how to jam all of it 
deeply into his partner’s ass, deliv¬ 
ering with quickly repetitive 
thrusts the sort of fucking that 
pushes your kischkes into your 
throat. 

Next up is a swell trio that in¬ 
cludes an even blonder Mark 
Rockwell, an even finer Richie 
Fine, and Kurt Wolfe adding his 
comely shape and, ultimately, his 
shapely cum. If the rapid way they 
change partners and positions is 
impressive, it also means the scene 
doesn’t gain cumulative effect. 
Still, the sights along the way are 
pretty special. The movie contin¬ 
ues with players like Cameron 
Sage, a beefy blonde with a USMC 
tattoo, and Matt Majors, who 
reappears in the finale with big 
pretty-boy Dave Nelson. Yet al¬ 
though the actors generate heat in 
these last scenes, the soundtrack 
covers them with paste. ▼

serendipitously, is on the same day 
as the 1969 Stonewall riots. Clad 
in regulation tight jeans and vein- 
displaying muscle-hugging T- 
shirt, he leads the viewer on a tour 
of his early interest in Barbie, his 
faghag pal Janice, and his first gay 
kiss at 16. From there, he moves 
into sketches of the personal ads, 
gay gym culture, the Village Peo¬ 
ple, cruising, AIDS activism, and 
other byways of modern queer 
life. In one segment, he exchanges 
his jeans for a jock, sometimes 
pausing while the camera loving¬ 
ly surveys his gym-fresh butt.

More important than his ad¬ 
mittedly intriguing ass are Drake’s 
words, which he delivers in a dra¬ 
matic, declamatory, musical style, 
adhering to some internal 
rhythm. Occasionally his phrases 
have a mildly felicitous ring: 
“Swim Team Tim,” the title of one 
of the more successful sketches, 
had “the scent of that chlorine- 
bleached hair” that drove him 
crazy. Sixteen himself, he amus¬ 
ingly refers to Tim as “the older 
man, 17.” But that’s about as strik¬ 
ing as his imagery gets. This 
laughter-and-tears show ultimate¬ 
ly has too little of either. 

Drake’s delivery is hyperdra- 
matic, sledgehammer, with a re¬ 
curring motif of repetition. The 


whole thing has the air of an over- 
caffeinated queer poetry slam; 
surely only in that realm would we 
hear such phrases as Drake’s 
“Hour after hour after hour after 
hour” or, “the month after the 
night after the night after the night 
after the night after the night.” 
Even the most banal insights get 
the royal repetition treatment: “I 
threw down those pages pages 
pages,” “boys and boys and boys 
and boys,” followed by the equally 
scintillating “I’m lookin’ lookin’ 
lookin’ lookin’.” Such repetitions 


(there are many more) can be read 
as a stylistic signature — perhaps 
initiating a new genre, gay rap — 
but they are ultimately numbing 
and begin to look suspiciously like 
a cover for a lack of any real insight 
or inspiration. 

. There’s also an interminable 
“gym bunny” sequence, where 
Drake carries on about the super¬ 
ficiality of that scene. He screams 
and flexes and pulls at his dick 
(outlined in his jockstrap), and he 
lifts an imaginary barbell up and 
“down down down to” — where 
else? — “the ground ground 
ground.” 

Drake fans may protest that he 


is not really a writer but a per¬ 
former, whose charisma compen¬ 
sates for these literary missteps. 
And he does have an undeniable 
degree of charisma; he’s watchable 
even when at his most extreme. 
But too much of this performance 
reeks of self-indulgence, narcis¬ 
sism, and cloying sentimentality. 
Director Kirkman could have cut 
this 84-minute exercise in self¬ 
adoration to a more svelte 60 min¬ 
utes or so without losing any of the 
punch. Particularly cut-worthy are 
Drake’s reenactments of his child¬ 


hood, which begin with him on 
his knees, not cocksucking like any 
queen worth her salt, but praying 
and chattering about Barbie and 
other done-to-death topics in a 
sing-song baby voice that’s more 
embarrassing than evocative. 
Drake has been ranked by some 
critics with Spalding Gray and 
Sandra Bernhard, but such com¬ 
parisons only point out his limita¬ 
tions, The New York Times and The 
New Yorker notwithstanding. ▼

his recent and older work. It’s 
calm, spacious, magisterial, and a 
vivid reminder that even contem¬ 
porary art can be beautiful in the 
classic sense, and contemplative, 
too. Cy Twombly’s mixed media 
on canvas Untitled (1971) is in his 
trademark chalk-on-blackboard 
style, active in appearance, but 
surprisingly balanced in feel. 

German artist Gerhard 
Richter, who was the subject of a 
knockout show at the Modern’s 
old rented digs on Van Ness, has a 
room all to himself. He’s always 
done provocative work, and it 
usually looks beautiful. Richter’s 
48 Portraits (1998), though fool¬ 
ishly squeezed into a walled-off 
side of the gallery, is a ghostly as¬ 
semblage of famous artist-intel¬ 
lectuals done in a deliberately 
anonymous style, all soft-edged 
blacks and whites. But the real 
revelations occur in two other 
photo-based paintings, the coolly 
observed yet passionate Seascape 
(1998) and the 1994 804 Lesende 
(Reader), an oil-on-linen portrait 
of the artist’s pretty young wife 


caught in the private act of read¬ 
ing, against a rich, seductive back¬ 
ground of mostly rose tones. A 
work of this quality and refine¬ 
ment almost cancels the show’s 
pretensions. Art can inform, but it 
should also move us, too. And that 


seems to happen only rarely in 
these soulless, frantic times. T

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Sleepless nights 

Bill Hayes, author of'Sleep Demons: An Insomniac's Memoir'

■** or insomniacs and sleepy- 
i® heads alike, Bill Hayes has 
» written a book, Sleep 
Demons: An Insomniac’s Memoir 
(Washington Square Press, 
$24.95), filled with enough facts 
about sleep, sleeplessness, and 
himself to make losing sleep to 
read it worthwhile. 

Finding his subjects in both 
the mythological origins of sleep 
and modern-day sleep science, 
Hayes writes with the voice of an 
expert. He also writes about his 
family with loving detail. He’s the 
only son of six children; his father 
operated a Coca-Cola bottling 
plant in Spokane, Washington; he 
was raised in a devoutly Catholic 
household. His coming out as a 
gay man and his relationship with 
his life-partner Steve also make 
for compelling reading. 

Gregg Shapiro: In writing Sleep 
Demons, did one aspect — the 
memoir or the research about 
sleep — come first? 

Bill Hayes: I think from the 
very beginning, I decided to weave 
them together, that that would be 
an interesting way to look back on 
my life, by filtering it through the 
lens of sleep and sleeplessness. I 
wanted to make it not simply a 
memoir about a gay man or about 
insomnia, but a little bit more 
complex. My idea was not only to 
write an insomniac’s memoir, but 
to write a biography on the life of 
sleep itself, following it from fetal 
sleep in the womb all the way up 
through sleep in old age. 

Maurice Sendak, who is well- 
known for his bedtime stories, did 
the cover illustration. Have you 
ever met him? 

I have the great good fortune 
to say that he’s a friend. Before I’d 
even come up with the idea for the 
book, he was very supportive of 
my writing. He said, “If you ever 
do a book, I would love to do the 
cover.” Well, what could be a better 
incentive? Not too long after that I 


came up with the idea for the 
book. He kept his promise and 
came up with that gorgeous paint¬ 
ing, which is based on a wonderful 
18th-century painting called “The 
Nightmare” by a Swiss artist, 
Henri Fuseli. It shows a woman 
splayed out on a bed, eyes closed. 
She’s having a nightmare, and 
there’s a demon/goblin planted on 
her chest, symbolizing the night¬ 
mare. Then there’s a mare (or 
night mare), just as in my book’s 
cover, coming through the 
draperies. He did a pastiche of 
that painting, which was a favorite 
of his, and then added these won¬ 
derful Sendak touches, like the 
very Sendak moon and the other 
goblin. I’ve heard that the Fuseli 
painting was in Sigmund Freud’s 
office. He loved it for the symbol¬ 
ism of nightmares and dreams. 

You write about the connection 
between your "old nemesis, sleep" 
and the importance of sleep to 
Steve, your lover, who has AIDS. 

That was really a turning point 
for me. Sleep had been my neme¬ 
sis my whole life. Ever since I was a 
little boy, I’d had trouble sleeping. 
From my over-caffeinated child¬ 
hood as the only son of a Coca- 
Cola bottler, up through my ado¬ 
lescence and into my college years, 
when I was struggling with coming 
out. Then I met this wonderful 
man and fell in love, and he was 
struggling with AIDS. While my 
insomnia became worse because I 
had even more frightening things 
to worry about as he dealt with his 
illness, I also saw that sleep was one 
of the most healing things for him. 

In some ways, nothing made 
me happier than to see him sleep¬ 
ing, because I knew it was healing 
for his body. It took him away 
from having to think about his ill¬ 
ness. In dreams, he could escape 
AIDS. Even a nap for him was 
something that I enjoyed watch¬ 
ing. So to see him sink into it so 
peacefully made me view sleep dif¬ 
ferently. Yet there were nights 
when I would be lying next to him, 
wide awake, and I couldn’t contain 
my own envy over the fact that he 


yoi/ue waited two yearn fort thii to happen _ 
Vatience has it a newartdA 
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could sleep so well. I 
would lose all of that 
compassion in the middle 
of the night and look over 
at him and think, “How 
the hell can he sleep so 
well?” 

I have this private the¬ 
ory that other insomni¬ 
acs might identify with: 
two insomniacs never 
end up in bed together. 

Whether it’s a one-night 
stand or a 50-year mar¬ 
riage or a 10-year rela¬ 
tionship like Steve’s and 
mine. 

About six years ago, 

I was lying in bed, frus¬ 
trated that yet again, I 
couldn’t fall asleep. I 
looked over at him and 
thought, I would steal 
an hour of his sleep, if 
I could. I would sink 
beneath his eyelids 
and yank it out of 
him. I left the bed. It 
was a crazy notion, 
made more crazy by 
the fact that he had 
AIDS, and the one 
thing he desperately 
needed to get health¬ 
ier, I was almost will¬ 
ing to take from him if I could 
have. The next day, I wrote down 
some of those lines, and they be¬ 
came the basis of a short essay that 
ended up in the New York Times 
Magazine about a year later. It was 
the first piece I’d written about

sleep and insomnia, and like noth¬ 
ing else I’d written before, it got 
attention; people saying to me 
that they had the same problem, 
or their partner does or son or 
daughter. Several people said that 


I should write a 
book about sleep. I 
thought that was so 
ironic and hilarious 
because I felt like 
such a sleep failure. 
But it nagged at me, 
and I came up with 
the idea for an insom¬ 
niac’s memoir. 


In addition to being 
about sleep and fami¬ 
ly, the book is also 
about AIDS. How do 
you think writing 
about AIDS has 
changed the face of lit¬ 
erature? 

I think it has forced 
especially gay writers to 
deal with a very power¬ 
ful life-and-death issue 
in a way that we would¬ 
n’t have otherwise. It 
think it’s introduced 
into., literature 4 some 
amazing works that are 
going to last. I think im¬ 
mediately of Angels in 
America and Paul Mon- 
ette’s memoirs.

Thompson is divine as the 
dog-biscuit chef and fits well into 
the ensemble cast led by Emmy- 
winner Melina Kanekaredes. Since 
we love Kanekaredes and have 
since her debut eons ago on Guid¬ 
ing Light, where her flawless Greek 
accent and amazing bone struc¬ 
ture left us flushed, we’ve always 
been a sucker for this feel-good 
show. Unlike Bill Brochtrup on 
NYPD Blue, Thompson gets to do 
more than wring his limp wrists. 
Worth a tune in. 

Also worth a look is Big Apple, 
the gritty new show from NYPD 
Blue alum David Milch. A strong 
ensemble cast led by Ed O’Neill 
and Titus Welliver keeps the slow- 
but-steady pacing of this cop 
drama edgy, as does the fine dia¬ 
logue and story. The bad news is 
the show’s opposite the best drama 
on TV, The West Wing. If you have 
more than one VCR, tape it. 

Finally, our quote of the week 
once again comes from Bill Maher 
on Politically Incorrect. After not¬ 
ing that he had given Bush a few 
months’ slack (“new guy, new 
job”) before he took him to task, 
Maher — well-known for his en¬ 
vironmental activism — declared 
the gloves were now off. Said 
Maher, “The only difference be¬ 
tween George Bush and a bag of 
manure is the bag.”

Mil elevision soundtracks are 
jfl gaining on movie sound- 
11 tracks in popularity. Music 
from Malcolm in the Middle (Rest¬ 
less) is the latest television sound¬ 
track with songs by a variety of 
cool and cutting-edge performers. 
Beginning with the giddy “Boss of 
Me” by They Might Be Giants, this 
soundtrack captures the goofy 
spirit of the television show from 
which it is derived. Other high¬ 
lights include “You All Dat” by 
Baha Men (which features an in¬ 
fectious “The Lion Sleeps 
Tonight” sample), “Been Here 
Once Before” by Eagle-Eye Cher¬ 
ry, Citizen King’s appropriately ti¬ 
tled “Bizarro,” and “I Just Don’t 
Care” by the Dust Brothers (fea¬ 
turing “episode dialogue”), as well 
as songs by Travis, Barenaked 
Ladies, and Hanson.

gay parents entering school?) 

“That’s the nature of how I ap¬ 
proach life, how I approach par¬ 
enting, and how I approach my 
work,” she explains. “Self-reflec¬ 
tion is how we come to pride, both 
gay pride and every kind of pride 
we experience.” By identifying 
their values — and learning to de¬ 


fend them — Brill says parents can 
feel more prepared for tough deci¬ 
sions when they do come along. 

“In being a parent, it’s impor¬ 
tant to realize there’s no one right 
way to do things,” she says. “Instead, 
you have to think about what’s 
right for you, and what’s right for 
your children.” Her own advice for 
prospective parents is to wait “until 
you’re ready to incorporate your 
children’s needs into your life.” 

Apart from her research, has 


she noticed a major queer parent¬ 
ing trend here in the Bay Area? “Oh 
yes,” she says. “Significantly more 
every year.” It’s a different land¬ 
scape from even a few years ago. 
“We would search and search for 
kids Gi’s age who had gay parents,” 
she says, but these days, “I can’t 
even begin to count the amount of 
two-year-olds I know who do. The 
difference is dramatic.” Which 
means The Queer Parent’s Primer 
may have arrived just in time. T
